Laws for Compulsory Vaccination of School Children Sustained.

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LiVWS FOR COMi'UI.SORV VACCINATION OF 8CHOOL CHIL- 
KKEN SISTAINED. 



Opiniou of Judge Aniolil, sustaining iiower of school boaidB to en- 
force vaccination of teachers: 

rresidvnt Judge Arnold, of Comi No. 4, handed down au opinion 
refusing an injunction and dismiBsing (he bill in equity filed by Mary 
Helen Lyndall, formerly aijeistant inatnu'toi- of pbyaics in the Girls' 
High School, against (he committee on hygiene of the board of educa- 
tion, the coniniiltee un tlie Girls' High School and I'rincipal Korcir, 
of the institiUiou. 

Miss Lyndall claimed (bat she was recently suspended from ber 
position because she declined to be vaccinated, as requii^di by the 
committee on hygiene. She asked the court to resti-aiu the defend- 
uuts from interfering with her position in the school. 

At a rt-cent hearing of the case, counsel for tlie plaintiff not only 
attempted to raise a question as to the merits of vaccination, but con- 
tested the legality of the rule requiring (bat the operation be per- 
formed. He also claimed (bat vaccination would injure Miss Lyn- 
dull's health, imd that she had presented a certificate showing that 
she bad received the treatment not later than lSfl5. 

"As school directors may, " Judge Arnold says, "in the exercise 
of a sound discretion exclude from the public schools pupils who bave 
not t>een vaccinated, as was decided bj the Supn?me Court in the case 
of Duffield vs. Williamspoit Hchool District, so tliey may exclude 
teachers and other employes for the same reason. The protection 
which vaccination in Ix'lieved to tilford must be reciprocal; teachers 
and pupils are alike entitled to prolecdon against contagious dis- 
eases. 

"Whether vaccination is a preventive of small-pox. this court has 
no power to investigate or decide. The lA-gislature has authorized, 
and the Supreme Court legalized, regulations requiring vaccination, 
and therefore a court of the first instance is prohibited from inquir- 
ing into the efflcacy of vaccination as a prevenlive of small-pox. 

"The opinion of the plaintiff that vaccinnlion is not a preventive 
and that it is dangerous (o her health is not a sufficient reason to ex- 
empt her from obedience to the order of the board of education re- 
quiring vaccination, hence (he olfer of the plaintiff to show that she 
considered it dangerous lo her health was irrelevant and immaterial 
_and was properly rejected. 
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"Contiitiiint;, JiitlgL- Arnold nays lliat (lie rhairman of the Girls' 
High Sehool poinuiittpe had tiill aiithorit.v to suspend Miss Lyndall 
Dpon her refusal to obey the order of the honrd of education to pro- 
duce a certificate of Biifi-essful vurcinaliun within the last five years. 
The coart also holds that tlie plaintiff's contention that she should 
not be suspended, except for incompeteucy, cruelty, negligence or im- 
morality, waa not sustainable. 

"The law applicable to cases of Ihis kind." Judge Arnold says in 
(hnt connection, "is tlie orddnary law of master and servant. If a 
servant disobeys the rfasonablc orders of Ins employer he may he 
suspended or discrbarned. In the present case the plaintilT is 'loo 
self-opinionated,' as has been said iii the books. She has refused to 
comply with a lawful refrulatinn of the board of education, and, there- 
fore, is subject to suspension and dismissal. 

"Having thus disposed of her a|>plication for an injunction," the 
opinion says, in conclusion, "We would add that we have no power 
lo put her hack into the fJirls' High School as a teacher, and that if 
she had been improperly suspended, her remedy would be a suit for 
the salary due to the occupant of the place she held. But as the case 
was fully tried upon its merits, we decide that she has been properly 
suspended. "

hecision of supreme court sustaining ruling op 
common pleas court no. :i. refusing to admit un- 
vaccinateu child to school. 



The Supreme Court to-diiy dismissed the appeal of Charles J. Field 
from the decision of common pleas court No, 2. The lower court had 
refused lo order Martha L. Robinson, principal of the Keystone 
Grammar School, to admit the child of Mr. Field as a pupil in the 
vchool, the refusal to admit her having been based on the ground that 
she had not been vaccinated. Ttie Supreme Court says: 

"AVe think the court below did not err in the ruling referred to in 
tlw assignments. In Duflield vs. Witliamsimrt School District we 
lield that school directors, in the i-xercisc of a sound discretion, may 
pxclude from the |iublic sfhools pupils who have not been vaccinated. 
'Whether a resolution excluding from the schools pupils who have 
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not been vaccinated is a reasonable one is to be judged in the first 
instance by the school directors, in the present state of medical 
knowledge and of convincing opinion of those having charge of the 
public health, the courts will not say that such a resolution is an 
abuse of official discretion.' It has not been shown to our satisfac- 
tion that the act of June 18, 1895, is unconstitutional. For the 
reasons above stated we dismiss the assignments and sustain the 
conclusion of the court below." 



PRACTICE OP OSTEOPATHY DECLARED ILLEGAL BY THE 

STATE MEDICAL COUNCIL. 



Extract from the minutes of the Medical Council, May 24, 1899: . 

Dr. Beates having brought to the attention of the council the fact 
that in Philadelphia and elsewhere persons, without authority of 
law, were practising osteopathy, it was decided after discussion to 
issue the following statement: 

It is the sense of the Medical Council of Pennsylvania, from the 
evidence furnished by the announcements of the osteopaths, that they 
are engaged in the practice of medicine illegally, and consequently 
are amenable to the law of the Commonwealth regulating the prac- 
tice of medicine and* surgery.

Constitution. 
Tlie coiiBtitution of Hie State Board of HealtL and Vital Statis- 
tics of tlie Coinmonwealtb of Petinsylvaniu is the act of Legislature ' 
eBtablistiing tlie Board, approved June 3, 1885, of wbich the following | 
is the correct text: 
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AN ACT 

To establish a State iJoard of Health for the better | 
protection of life and health and to prevent the 
spread of coatai^ious and infet'tious diseases in this 
Commonwealth. 
Section 1. Be it euarted by the Senate and House ' 
of Representa lives of the Commonwealth of I^nnsyl- 
vania in General Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, Tliat the Governor 
by and with the adviu-e andi consent of the Senate. 
shall appoint sis persons, a majority of whom shall 
be physicians of good scauding, graduates of regularly 
chartered and legally constituted medical colleges, and 
of not less than ten year's experience in the prac- 
tice of their profession, and one of whom shall be a 
civil engineer, who. together with the secretary, the ' 
mode of whose appoinfment is hereinafter provided for, 
shall constitute and be designated as the State Board 
of Health and Vital Statistics of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. Of the six persons first appointed 
two shall serve for two years, two for four years and \ 
two for six years, from the first day of July next fol- 
lowing their confirmation; and the Governor shall I 
thereafter biennially appoint, by and with the advice j 
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and conseot of the Senate, two perBonB of tbe same 
prnfessions as tlioee whose terms of office have just ex- 
pired, to be members of said Board, to hold their offices 
for six years from the first day of July next following '''' 
their contirmatioa, and until their sucreHsors are ap- 
pointed^ excepting the secretary, who shall continue 
in office as hereinafter provided; but any member may 
be reappointed. Any vacancy occurring in said board 
during a recess of the Logislaturi! shall be filled by 
the Governor until the nest regular aeeaion of tbe 
same. 

Section 2. As soon as possible after the appoint- « 
ment of the Bret six persons as aforesaid, they shall " 
meet in the office of the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, and shall proceed, under the direction of the 
latter officer, to deterniine, by lot, which of them shall 
eerve for the respective terms of two, four and six 
years. Before entenng upon the duties of the office 
tbey shall take the oath prescribed for State officers 
by the Constitution of the State, and shall file the 
■ame in Ihe office of the Secretary of the Commop- 
weulth, who, upon receiving the said oath of office, 
shall issue to each a certificate of appointment for liis 
respective term of office determined as aforesaid; upon 
receiving which they shall possess and exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of said Board as de- 
fined in this act. Immediately after having taken the 
oath of office they shallorganize by electing one of their 
number to be president, and by appointing a proper 
person, who shall be a physician of good standing, of 
not less than ten years' professional experience, and 
a graduate of a legally constitutedi medical college, ' 
to be secretary of said Board, who shall hold his ap 
pointment until removed by the appointment of his 
successor or otherwise. The Board may elect one of 
its own members secretary, in which case the vacancy 
thus created shall be filled by the Governor in the 
same manner as a vacancy caused in any other way. 
Tbe president shall be elected annually. No member j 
of the Board, except the secretary, shall, as such, re- i 
ceive any salary; but the actual traveling and other 
expenses of any member while engaged on the actual 
duties of the Board, shall be allowed and paid on pre- 
sentation to. and approval by the Auditor General of 
an itemized account, with vouchers annexed. 
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Settioii 3. The eecrutary shall be tlie executive 
otticiT uT tlie Uoard, and shall have all the powers and 
privileges of a member of said Board, except in regard 
to voting upou matUTB relating to his own office and 
duties as Becretary. lie shall rev'eive an annual salary 
of two thousand dollars, which shall be paid him 
in the same manner that salaries of other 8tate of- 
ficials are paid; and such necessary expenses as tbe 
Auditor General shall audit, on presentation of an 
itemized account with vouchers annexed and tbe cer- 
tificate of the Board, shall be allowed him. 

Section 4. The said Board shall meet at least once 
every six months, ami may also hold special meetiugn 
as frequently as the proper andi eflicient discharge of 
its duties shall re(]uii'e, in the (.'ajiitol building at Hat- 
disburg i^uuless otherniae oideredj, and the rules and 
by-laws of the Board shall provide for the giving of 
pro[>er and timely notice of all such meetings to every 
number of the board. The Secretary of Internal Af- 
fairs shall provide and furnish such apartments and 
stationery as said Board may require in the discharge 
of its duties. A majority of the members of the Board 
shall, at any regular, called or adjourned meeting, or- 
ganize and constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 

Section u. The Stute Board of Health and Vital Sta- 
tistics shall have the general supervision of the in- 
terests of the health and lives of the citizens of the 
Commonwealth, and shall especially study its vital 
statistics. It shall make sanitary investigations and 
inquiries respecting the causes of disease, and es- 
pecially of epidemic diseases, including those of do- 
mestic animals, the sources of mortality, and the ef- 
fects of localities, employments, conditions, habits, 
food, beverages and medicine on the health of the 
people. It shall also disseminate information upon 
these and similar subjects among the people. It 
shall, when required by the Oovernor or the Legis- 
lature, and at such other limes as it deems it im- 
portant, institute sanitary inspections of public Insti- 
tutions or places throughout the State. It shall codify 
and suggest amendinc-nts to the sanitary laws of the 
Commonwealth and shall have jK»wer to enforce such 
regulations as will tend to limit the progress of epi- 
demic diseases. 
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Sei-tioii ti. lu cities, boruuglis, diatricle iiuil placoe i 
having no local boardu of heaJtb, or in ca»e Ibe saui- 
tury laws or regulalious iu plaues where boards of 
health or health oflicore exist should btj inoperative, 
tli« State Board of Health shall have power and au- 
thority to order nuisances, or the i-ausc- of auy special 
disease or mortality to be abated and removed, and 
to enforce quarantine regulations us said Board shall 
direct. 

Any person who shall fail to obey, or shall violate, i 
such order shall, on conviction, be sentenced to pay a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars at the dis- 
cretion of the court. 

t^ection 7. It shall be the duty of the Stale Board 
of Health and Vital Btatistics to have geiieial eupervi- 
8Jou of the State system of regislrutiou of birtha, mar- i 
riuges and deaths, of prevalent diseases, and of prac- i 
tittouers of medicine and surgery, to prepare the 
neceseaiy methods, forms and blanks for obtaining 
and preserving such records, and to iusure the faithful 
registration of llu' same in the several counties and in 
the Central Bureau of Vital Statislids at the Capitol, 
of the State. The said Board shiill recommend such 
forms and amendments of laws as shall be deemed to 
be necessary for the thorough organisation and elH- 
ciency of the registration of vital statistics through 
out the State. The secretary of the State Board of 
Health and Vital Statistics sttall Ite the su[>erinteud- 
ent of registration of vital stalistics as supervised by 
said Board; the clerical duties and safe keeping of the 
bureau of vital statistics thus created shall be pro- 
vided for by the Secretary of Internal AITairs. who strrftiHT ot in- 
flhall also provide and fiirnisli such apartments and p^rSV ■tli"r«rj 
stationery as said Board shall require in the discharge 
of such duties. 

Section S. II »liall tic the duly of all health otiiceri' 
and hoards of health in the State to communicate to 
Haid State Board of Health copies of all their reports If7V'™'S'*, ■*„ 
and publications audi also such sanitary information J""^^" "f"" 
as may be reiinested by said Board.

Said Board may, from time to time, en- 
gage suitable persons to render eanltary service or to 
make or supervise practical and scieutidc investiga- 
tions and examinations retguiring expert skill, and to 
prepare plans and reports relative thereto. But no 
more than two thousand dollars shall be expended in 
any one year for such si>ecial sanitary service. 

Section 10. It shall be the duty of said Board, on 
or before the first Monday of December, in each year, 
to make a report in writing to the Governor of this 
State upon the sanitary condition and the prospects 
of the Stale, and such report shall set forth the action 
of the said Board and its oflicers and agents, and 
thu names thereof, for (he past year, and may contaia 
■other useful information pertinent to the objects for 
which it was created, and shall suggest any further 
legislative action or precaution deemed proper for 
the better protection of life and health; and the an- 
nual report of said Board shall also contain a detailed

statement of the manner of its expenditures during 
I the year lust past, but its lotal expenditures shall no<t

r.,prinii-m. Section 11. The sum of ten thousand dollars (|10,000) 

is hereby appropriated from the Treasury for the pur- 
poses of this act and the expenditures properly in- 
curred by the authority of said Board and verified by 
affidavit, subject, however, to the limitations herein- 
before imposed, and shall be iMiidi by the Treasurer 
upon the warrant of the Auditor General. 

Section 12. This act shall take effect immediately, 
and all acts or parts of acts inconsiirtent herewith shall 
be and are hereby repealed.

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The bylaws of the State Board of Health and Vital Statistics of 
the Ck)mmon wealth of Pennsylvania are as follows:

Regulalious in Regard to the Abntt-nu'nt luui Removal of Nuii 



Whenever a complnint iB uiailt' iu writing to the Secretary of the 
Board of the existence of a niugunce, he shall forthwith, as execu- 
tive officer of the Board, investigate the matter and shall determine 
whelher the alleged nuisance is detrimental to the public health, or 
the cause of anv special disease or mortality; and in case he shall 
so lindi, then he shall notify the owner, agent or occupier of said 
preraiBcs, in writing, of such finding, and the executive officer shall 
thereupon order and direct the abatement and removal of the same 

within days; and in the event of the failure of said owner, 

agent or occuiiier of eaid property to abate and remove the nuisance, 
then the executive officer may proceed to abate and remove the same, 
and may employ all the force necessary to do so, and shall proceed 
by warrant, arrest and indictment, to convict the party failing to 
obey said order of abatement and removal. 



Provisional Itegulations for Preventing House Yards, Streets, 
Slaughter houses, Ktock Yards, Hog Pens, Hone-Boiling and Fat- 
Rendering and Other ^^imilar EstabliHhmt^nts from Being or Be- 
coming Prejudicial lo the Public Health. 

Nuisances Defined. 

1. Whatever is dangerous to human life or health, and whatever 
renders soil, air, water or food impure or unwholesome, are declared 
to be nuisances and to be illegal, and every person having aided in 
creating or contributing lo the same, or who may support, continue 
or retain any of them, shall be deemed guilty of & violation of these 
regulations. 

House Refuse. Garbage, Etc. 

2. No house refuse, oflfa!,garlmge,dead aninmls, decaying vegetabb- 
matter, or organic waste substanres of any kind, shall be thrown 
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Fopon any strei't, road, ditch, gutt<?r or |iiiblic plate, aud no putrid or 
) decaying animal or vegetiililt- mutter nhall be kept iu any yard, 
f faoune, celliir or udjoitiiiig uiitbiiildiiigB for more than twenty-four 
f bours. 

XoxiouH Trades. 

. No person or couipauy eLall erect or maiutaiu any manufactory 
I OP place of buBiiiess dangcrona to life or delrinieutal to health, or 
t where uawhoIeBome, offensive or deleterions odors, gas, smoke, de- 
I posit or exhalations art- generated, within one mile of the limits of 
any city or borough, without Iho jiermit of the board of health of 
said city or borough, and all such establishmentH ehall be kept clean 
and wholesome so as not to be offensive or prejudicial to public 
health, nor shall any otTeusive or deltterious waste substance, re- 
fuse or injuriouH luutler be allowed lo accumulate upon the prem- 
ises or be thrown or be allowed to run inio any public waters, 
stream, water course, slrevt. road or public place. And every 
person or company conducting such manufacture or business shall 
use the best approved and all reasonable means to prevent the escape 
of smoke, gases and odors, aud to protect the health and safety of 
all operatives employed therein. 

4. The business of bone and horse boiling shall not be allowed, 
unless conducted undier cover, the building to be provided with 
smoke consumers, aud a due regard to be bad to cleanliness in the 
disposition of the ottal. Xo hone boiling establishment or depository 
of dead animals shall ho kept or erccti-d in any part of this Com- 
monwealth which Is not under the jurisdiction of the local board of 
health, without a permit from the board of liealtb of the uenrest 
city OP borough. 

5. No permit shall be granted to any iverson or [tersons to carry 
on the business of boiling bones of At'Ht]/ animals until after a care 
ful inspection of the locality, buildings and apparatus, and of the 
plans for conducting the buaineas, by an accredited inspector of the 
State Board of Health, or, if such inspector be not accessible, then 
by an inspector appointed for the purpose by the board of health of 

I the nearest city or borough. 

6. No bone-boiling establishmeiilH or depositories of dead animals 
shall be kept or erected in or near a thickly inhabited neighborhood, 

7. The floors of all hone-boiting estahlifihutents and d^i'positorieB 
of dead animals shall be paved with asphalt or with brick or stone, 
well laid in cement, or with some other impervious material, and 
shall be well drained. All such establishments shall have such an 
adet|tiute water supply as will enable thorough cleanliness to he 

iutained. 

. The boiling of bones and dead uninials, efc. shall be conducted 
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in sleam tight kettlcH, boilot-s or caldrous, from whii'h the foul 
va{>or)i shall first be coiiditicted through aorubbers or cotideusers, 
and thL'u into the Lack {lart of ibe auh pit of the furuace tire, to be 
consumed, oi* by utbt^r apparatus equally eniLieut in preventing or 
founterartinn; the offensive effluvia. 

H. When bonca are being dried after boiling, they shall be placed 
iu a i-lose ehaiuhiT, through whu-h shall be passed, by means of pipes, 
large volumes of fresh air, the outlet pijM.' terminating in the fire-pit. 

lU. All proprietors of bone-boiling establishments not having, on 
llie l»t day of July, lS8li. permils lo carry on ihe business, and 
violating these regulations, shall be liable to prosecution for failing 
lo obey Ibis order and also to un indictment at common law for creat- 
ing and maintaining a nui^^auce. 

11. The permit clerk of each l.».-«l board of health shall have pro- 
vided a book in which to enter the names of all {K'rsons engaged in 
Ibe busiu'.'BS of boilin^r bonos and having dejioKitories of dead 
imimiils; aim the location of works and appliances as reported by 
the inspector, whether licensed or not. the number and date of per- 
mit, and remarks. 

V2. No person or persons, without the consent of the board of 
health of the uearesl city or borough, shall build or use any slaughter 
house within the limits of Ihin Commonwealth; and the keeping 
iind slanghlering of all cattle, sheep and swine, and the preparation 
and keeping of all meats, fish, birds or other animal food, shall be 
in the manner best adapted- to secure and continue their wholesome- 
ness as food; and every butcher or other person owning, leasing 
or occupying any jilaee, room or building whereJu any catlle, abet-p 
or swine have been or are killed or tli-essed, and every person being 
Ihe owaei'. lessee or occuiiant of .niy room or stable wherein any 
antmaUare kept, or of any niarkel. public or private, shall cause such 
place, room or building, slable or marki't to be thoroughly cleaned 
iind purified, and all ofTai, blood, fat, garbage, refuse and unwhole- 
some and oifenahe nnitter lo be removed therefrom at least once in 
every iwenty-four hours after Ihe tise thereof for any of the purposes 
herein n-ferrecli to, and shall also at all times keep all woodwork, 
Biiw Hoors and connteis. in any building, place or premises aforesaid, 
thoroughly jiainted or whitewashed; and the doors of such building, 
place or premiKes shall be so coneSructed as to prevent blood or foul 
nqnids or washings from settling in the earth beneath. 

13, No blood-pit, dung-pit, offal pit or privy well shall remain or 
be constrncted within any slaughter house. Any one offending 
Bgaiaat this rule shall be guilty of crenling and nmintaining a nui 
■ance prejudicial to llie public health, and shall be required to re- 
move the nuisance within ten dny« from the date of notice. 

14. The owners, ngents, or occupiers of all slaughter houses are 
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required, during tiie monttis of June. July, August ana i^ptember.J 
lo distribute twice in eai'li weeli not less than twenty-live pooDdft-if 
of cliloride of lime about tbe preDiiaes, and also lo ivniove the coD'f 
tents of any nianui-e-pit ov manure pile on llie premises once in each.^ 
week, the uaid premises and contents of nianuiv-pits being herebyfl 
declared to be nnisauces prejudicial to the public lieaitli, unless sab-j 
ject to frequent disinfecltun and cleaning as herein indicated. 

15. All constables and supervisors are enjoinedi, and all citizenAl 
are respectfully desired, to give information to the Htate Board of ■ 
Health of any violatioii of the health laws, or uf the regulations of 1 
the board, so that the Hiinitary measures adopted by the latter tot 
ensure the health of the people may be fully carried out, and all of-l 
fenders promptly pntiished. 

Note,— Section six of Ihe act uf Juae D, 1H65. confers upon the Stale Board of HeaJItt 4 
jxjwer and authority to order nulsancBs lo be ubated and reniovod In ultiea, boroughs, | 
dIslHcta and places having no loual board oF health. Any person viotatlng or tal 
obey Buch order beoomes liuble. ou coovictiou, to a fine or ods hundred doliarB. 



Regulations in Regard to the Sanitary Supervision of Travel and] 
Traffic 

Upon satisfactory information of the approach to, or transitl 
through the Commonwealth of I'ennsyhania, of infected persons on 
goods, it sliall be the duty of the secretary, as executive officer of the ■' 
board, to cause the same to be stopped at thi; State line, or, if found 
within the limits of the Slate, to cause such persona or goods to be 
removed from cars, stages, vessels, boats or other conveyances, and 
securely isolated and disinfected; and he may, if, in his judgment, 
the emergency is such as to demand it, call a meeting of the commit- 
tee on travel and traffic, to which his action shall be submitted, with 
his reasons therefor, iu writing. Bnt, in casus coming under the 
jurisdiction of national or municipal quarantine authorities, he shall 
ri^O-o>perate with said authorities in all such action. 






Regulations in Regard lo Disinterment and Transportation of Dead:! 

»BodicB. 
Disinterment of Bodies. 

Rule I. The n^movai of any body from its place of original inter- 
ment is declared to be a nuisance dangerous to the public health, and 
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is prohibited unless the sumta be done under the direction, and by 
permiesiou of the 8tate or local board of health. 

Kule 11. The above rule applies as well to the removal of a body 
from one grave or vault to another in the same cemetery as to its 
removal to aDother burial ground or place. 

Bule 111. The removal of dead budiies from any burial ground sit- 
uated within the built-up portion of any city of borough is forbidden 
l»etweeu April 1 and October 15. 

Rule IV. The diBiDteimeiit of the body of any person who died of 
any contagious or infectious disease is strictly prohibited, unless by 
special authority, and upon such cunditionB as the State or local 
board of health may Impoae. 

Uule V. The disinterment of bodies of persons who have died of 
Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis or 
spotted feter, smallpox or varioloid, bubonic plague, relapsing fever, 
typhus or ship fever, or scarlr-t fever, is prohibited, except by special 
permission of the State or local board of health; provided, however, 
that no such permit shall be granted within ten j^ears after the inter- 
ment of such person. 

Rule VI, When a body dead of any of the diseases mentioned in 
rale 2 for the "Transportation of Bodies" is to be disinterred the fol- 
lowing precautions shall be strictly observed; (a) No one shall be 
present at the disinterment but those necesaary to iwrform the labor 
and one male relative of the deceased. (b) A hermetically sealed zinc- 
lined box BUfficieatly large to contain the box, coffin or casket al- 
ready in the grave shall be in readiness to receive the latter, (e) 
When within six inches of the top of the receptacle containing the 
body, the earth shall be saturated with one-fifth per cent, solution 
(l-£)00) of the bichloride of mercury, (d) The receptacle containing 
the remains shall on no account be opened, but shall t>e at once 
placed in the box provided as above and hermetically sealed, aud 
said box shall not be opened on arriving at the place of destination. 

Ti'anaportation of Bodies. 



Itnle 1. The transportation of bodies dead of small-pox, Asiatic 
cholera, yeilow fever, typhus fever or Bubonic plague is absolutely 
forbidden, 

Kule 2. The bodies of those who have died of diphtlteria {mem- 
branous croup), scarlet fever (scarlatina, scarlet rash), glanders, an- 
thrax or leprosy, shall not be accepted for transportation unless pre- 
pared for shipment by being thoroughly disinfected by (a) arterial 
and cavity injection with a proved disinfeclant fluid; (b) disinfecting 
and stopping all orifices with absorbent cotton or jute (the latter 
preferred), and (c) washing the body with disinfectant, or wrapp' 
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lit in a aheft saturated with a strong solution of bioliloiide of nier 
K«ury. After being disinfet-ted as above, such body shall be enveloped 

■ In a la.ver of cotton no( less llian one inch thiek, i-ompletuly wrapped 

■ in a Bhett and bandantd, and encased in an air-tight ziue, lin, copper 
ror loadi lined ooltin or inm (^asket, all jolnla and eeams hermetically 

soldered, and all enclosed in a stioug, tight wooden box. Or, the 

body being prepared for shipment hy disinfecting and wrapping as 

above, may bi? placed in a strong eofflu or casket, and said coffin or 

I casket encased in an air-tight zinc, coppe:' or tin case, all joints and 

Kseams hermetically soldered, and all enclosed in a strong outside 

I wooden box. 

m Itule 3. The bodies of ihose dead from typhoid fever, puerperal 
j'lever', erysipelas, lubeivulosis, measles, or other dangerous com- 
■municable diseases, nol specified in Unles 1 and 2, may be rece'ived for 
llransportation when pre|iar<?d for shipment by filling cavities with 
Ian approved disiufeclanl. washing (he exterior of the body with the 
Isame. stopping all oritices with absorbent cotton or jute, and envelop- 
Slng the entire body with a layer of cotion not less than one inch 
I thick, and all wrapped in a sheet and bandiiged and encased in an 
r-alr-tjghl coffin or casket, provided thut this shall apply only to bodies 
I that can reach their destination within forty-eight hours from the 
i time of death. In all other cases siii-h bodies sbjiJl be prepared for 
I Iran sport a I ion in conformity with Kale 2. 

I Rule 4. The bodies of those dead from driseases that are not con- 
I tagious or communicable may be received for transporlalion when 
I encased in a sound coflin or casket and enclosed in a strong out 

■ side wooden box, provided they reach their destination within thirty 

■ iiours from time of death. If the body cannot reach its deslinatiou 
K within thirty hours from (ime of death it must be preparedi for ship- 
I inent by tilling llie cavities with an apiiroved disinfectant, washing 
I the exterioi- of the body with the same, stopping all orifices with 
I ubsorbenl cotton or jute, and en^eloj^ng the entire body with a layer 
I of cotton nol less than one inch lliick. and ail wrap)>ed in a bandage, 
I «r antiseptic cotton blanket, and encased in an air-tight coffin or 
I t^asket. 

I Rule 5. in case of coiitagiouH, infectious or communicable dls- 
i eases the body must not Ik* .icconjiianied by pers<ms or articles which 

■ have been exposed to the infection of the deceased, unless certifiedi 

■ by the health officer as having be<?n properly disinfected; and before 
Belling passage tickets agents shall carefully examine the transit per- 
Bhiit and note the name of the passenger in charge, and of any others 
Hproposing to accompany the body, and see that all necessary precan- 
BJons have been taken to prevent the spread of the disease. The tran- 
Hiit peiTiiit in such caHcs shall sjiei-ifically state who is autiiorized 
^uy the health auth<irilies to accom|)uny the remains. In all cases 
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where bodies are forwarded under Rule 2, notiee luiist be seDt liy tele- 
graph to the heiilth officer at (ieslination, advising the date and train 
on which the body may he exiieeted. This noliee must he sent by or 
in tht* name of the oDIcer at rhe initial point, and to enable the 
health officer at destination to take all necessary {irei-aiilions at that 
l>oint. 

Rule *i. Every dead h<idy must be ai'comitauied by a iN>r&on in 
charge who must be provided with a [mssagt^ ticket ami also present 
a full first class ticket marked "corpse" for the transportation of 
ihe body, and a Iransit permit showing the physician's or coroner's 
certificate, name of deceased, date audi hour of death, age, place of 
death, cause of death, and, if of a contagious, infectious or communi- 
eable nature, the point to which Ihr body is to be shipped, and when 
death is caused by any of the diseases specified in Rule No, 2, the 
name of those authorized by the health authorities to accompany 
the body. The transit permit must lie made in duplicate, andi the 
signatures of the physician or coroner, health officer and undertaker 
must be on the original and duplicate copies. The undertaker's cer- 
tificate and paster of Ihe original shall be detached from the transit 
permit and jwisted on the coffin bos. The physician's certificate aad 
transit permit shall be handed lo ihe passenger. The whole dupli 
I ate copy shall be sent to the official iu charge of the baggage dieparl- 
meat of the initial line, and by him to the Secretary of the State, or 
Privincial Itoard of Health of the stale or province from which said 
shipment was made. 

Rule 7, When the dead bodies are shipjied by express the wbole 
original transit permit shall he placed upon the outside of the box 
and the duplicate forwarded by the express agent to the express 
agent and Secretary of the State or Provincial Hoard of Health of 
the state or province from which said shipment was made. 

Rule 8. Kvery disinterred body, dead from any disease or cause, 
shall be treated as infectious or dangerous to the public health, and 
must not he acecpted fur transjiortation unless said removal has been 
approved by the State or Provincial Health aulhorities having juris- 
diction where such body is to be disinterred, and" the consent of the 
health authorities of the locality to which the body is consigned has 
first been obtained; and all such disinterred remains must he en 
closed in a hermetically sealed (soldered) seine, tin or cop[>er lined 
coffin or box. 

Bodies depositediin receiving vaults will be Ireated ajid uonsidert-d 
the same as buried bodies. 
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Begulations in Rfgnrd to the inter-Shite Notification of the Exist- 
piifp of Infei-tious and Contagioue Diseasee. 

The followiiig are the rcaotulioiis adopted by the International 
Uonfereme of Hoards of Hi-alth, at Toronto, October 6, 1886, with 
Blight verbal modiflt-alions: 

WliereaB, It is nercBaary for the protection and pi'eser\Tition of 
Ihe public heallli that prompt information should be given of the 
cxiatence of cholera, yellow fever or smail -pox; be it reHOlved — 

1. That it is the sense of the National L'onfei-ence of State Boards 
of Health, that it is the duly of eui-h state and provincial board of 
lieaith within whose jurisdiction any of said diseases may occur to 
fumisli immediate information of the existence of such diseases to 
boards of health of ueijihboring states and provinces, and to local 
boards of such states as have no cenlriil board, in which the duty of 
aotiflcation shall lie upon the local boards. 

2. That upon the prevalence of runtor of the existence of peetilen 
tial dieeaee in any State or province, if positive definite informal ion 
thereon be not obtainable from the proper health authorities, this 
conference holds that Ihe health officials of another state are justilied 
in entering the before-mentioned slate or province for the purpose of 
investigating and establishing Ihe truth or falsity of such reports. 

3. That whenever practicable, the investigations undertaken under 
the preceding section shall be made with the co-operation of the 
state or local health anthontios. 

4. That any caw which presents symptoms leading to serious sna- 
picioD of the existence of one of the aforesaid diseases s.hall be 
treated as suspicions, and reported as provided for in cases in which 
the diagnosis is certain. 

5. That any case rcsiwcting which reputable and experienced- phy- 
sicians disagree as to whether the disease is op is not pestilential, 
shall be reported as sus;)iciou8. 

6. That any suspected case respecting which efforts are made to 
conceal its existence, full history and true nature, shall be deemed 
suspicious and so reported. 

7. That in ai-cordance with the provisions of the foregoing resolu- 
tions, the boards of health of the United States and Canada repre- 
sented at this conference, do pledge themselves to an interchange of 
information as herein provided. 

Addendum to regulation in regard to the inter slate notification of 
contagious and infectious diseases, adopted by the National Confer 
ence of State Boards of Health at Washington. September 8, ]887, 
and by the State Board of Health of Pennsylvania, November 9, 1887, 

1. All communicable diseases hereinafter mentioned, prevalent in 
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certain areas, or which tend to spread' along certaia lines of travel 
shall be reported to all stale and provincial loarda of health within 
eaid areaR or along siiid lines of conimnnicatiou. 

2. Ill the insEauce of smallpox, thoh-ra, yellow fever and tjphws, 
reports shall bf- at once foi-warded. either lij mail or telegraph, a* 
the urgency of the case may deniaml. 

3. In the instance of diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, an- 
thrax or glanders, weekly reporls, when possible, shall be snpplied 
in which shall be indicate*! as far as Unown the places implicated 
and the degree of prevalence. 



Regulation for the Hotter Preservation of the Public 
Health, and to IJmit the Progress of Epidenjic )t;un- 
tagiuuR and Infectious) DiseascH. 

In virtne of the powers conferred by the act of As 
sembly, of June 3, 1S>*5, section five and si.x, P. L. 5C of 
the I^iws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, be h 
ordered by the State Board of Health and Vital Sta- 
tistics of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and it 
is hereby ordered iiy the authority of the same: 

Section 1. That whatever is dangerous to human life i 
or health, whatever renders the air or food or water 
or other drink unwholesome, and whatever building, 
erection or part of cellar thereof is overcrowded, or not 
provided with adequate means of ingress and egress 
or is not sufficiently supported, ventilated, sewered, 
ch-ained, cleaned or lighted, are declared to be nui- 
sancefl, and to be illegal; and every person having aid 
ed in creating or contribniing to the same, or who may 
support, continue or retain any of them shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a violation of tliis regulation, and Fhall hr 
liable to a penalty of not more than one hnndred dol- 
lars. 

Recfion 2. No house refuse. olTal, garbage, dead i 
animals, decaying vegetable niatler or organic waste i 
substance of any liind shall be thrown on any street, 
road, ditch, gutter or public place, and no piilridior de- 
caying animal or vegetable matter shall be iiept in any 
yard, house, cellar or adjoining out building or grounds 
for njore than twenty-four hours. 
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Scctiou 'A. No pig lien aliall ho liiiiU or inaintuinpd 
' witliiu line hundred fuel of atxy well or Hpriiig of water 
used for driuking )jiir{i08eK, or within Ihirtj- Teet of 
any street or any iiihiibited hoii^;, or unless eonetruct- 
ed in the following uiauncr, viz: (Ho that the floor or 
lloors of the same shall he not lesB than two feet from 
the ground, in order Ihat the tilth aeeuniulaling under 
(ho same may be wisily removed". 

Seelion 4. Xu privy vaull. ceHSpool, or reservoir into 
■, which a privy, water cloBet, cepepoot, stable or eink is 
drained, unless it is water tight, shall be constructed, 
dug or permitted to remain wiUiiu one hundi-ed and 
lifty feet of any well, spring or other source of water 
used for drinking nr eulinitry purposes; unless the sur- 
face of such vault, cesspool or reservoir is at a lower 
level than the hollom of sueh well. Earth privies and 
earth closetH, with no vault, pit or depression below 
the siirfai'e of (he ground, shall be excepted from this 
regulation, but suHlcient dry earth or ooal anhes must 
lie used to absorb ail the fluid part of the dn-posit. 

Section 5. All sewer drains shall be water tight. 

Section 6. No sewer drain shall empty into any lake, 
pond, dam, reservoir, or other collection of water used 
for drinking purposes, or into any standing water. 

Section 7. All pipes connecting a water closet with a 
soil pipe shall be trapped, each separately. All waste 
pipes shall be trapped, each separately, and close to 
the connections with each bath, sink. IjowI or other 
fixture, unless adequate provision is made for down- 
ward ventilation Ihrougli said water pipes, in wliich 
case one trap may serve for several fixtures. 

Section i*. All soil pipes sliall be carried nt their full 
siw through the roof and left open. A provision shall 
also be made for admitting air to the house drain side 
of tlie main trap, if sudi trap exists. 

Section !l. 'file joints in vitrified pipes shall be care 
fully cemented under and around the piiM*. and Ihe 
joints in cast iron pipes shall be run and calked with 
lead. 

Section 10. All ehanges in direction shall be made 
with curved pipes. All joints and>pipet< shall be made 
airtight. 

Section 11. The following named diseases are de- 
clared to be communicable and dangerous to the piiblie 
health, viz: Smallpox (variola, varioloid), cholera 
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(Asiatic or epidemic), scarlet fever (scarlatina, scarlet 
rash), measles, diphtheria (diphtheritic croup, diph- 
(heritic sore throat), tj'phoid fever, typhus fever, yel- 
low fever, spotted fever (cerehro-spinal meuingitis), re- 
lapsing fever, epidemic dyseiiterj-, hydrophobia, 
(rabies), glanders (farcy), tuberculosis (consumption). 
bubonic plague and leproey, and shall be understood) 
lo be included in the following regulations, unless 
certain of them oniy are specified. 

Section 12. Whenever any householder knows that ] 
any person wilbin his family or household has a com- 
munirable disease, dangerous to the public health, he 
shall immediately report the same to the school board, 
givng the street and number, or loeaiioQ of the bouse. 

Section 13. Whenever any physician finds any per- phyn, 
sou whom he is called uiion to visit has a communi- ""^"^ 
cable disease, dangeroun to the public health, he or she 
shall immediately report the same to the school hoard 
giving the street and number or location of the house, 
on the receipt of which report the said board shall im 
mediately notify the teacher or principal of every school 
school in the diatrfct. instructing said teachers or 
principals to dispense with the attendance of all pupils 
residing in the family in which such disease exists. 
No physician who may, in good faith in obedience to 
this regulation, report a ease as one of communicable pnyii. 
diseases which subsequently proves not to be such, lak™ 
shall be liable to a suit for damages for such error in 
reporting. It shall be the duty of such physician and 
of all other attendants upon persons affected with such 
diseases to avoid e^^posm-e to the public of any gar- 
ments or clothing about their own persons that may 
have been suhjecled lo the risk of infection. 

Section 14. No person shall, unless liy permit of a B.po. 
board of healtii, carry or remove from one building to twnn 
another any patient affected with any communicable 
disease, dangerous to the public health. Nor shall any 
person, by any exposure of any individual so affected, 
or of the body of such individual or of any article cap- 
able of conveying contagion or infection or by any neg- 
ligent act connectedi with the case of custody thereof 
or by a needless exposure of himself or herself, cause 
op contribute to the spread of disease from any such in- 
dividual or dead body. 

Sertifin 15. There shall not be a public or church 1^°™^ Jfij;^ 
funeral of iiny person who Iibb died of Asiatic ctioVeca, toT\,\ftii«&. 
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amall pox, typhus fever, diphtheria, jeHow fever, scar- 
lut fever or measles, and the family of the deceased 
sliall in all amh (.-ases limit the attendance to as few 
as possible, and take all precautions possible to pre- 
vent Ihe exposure of other persons to contagion or in- 
fection; and the' person authorizing the public notice 
of dtath of such person shall have the name of the 
disease which caust-d the death appear in such public 
notice. 

Section 16. J*o person suffering from or having very 
recenlly recovered from small-pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
thei'ia, yellow fever or measles shall expose himself, 
nor shall any one expose a person under his charge in 
a similar eomlition, in any public conveyance, without 
having previoue-ly notified the owner or person in 
charge of such conveyance of the fact of such condi 
tion as above stated. And the owner or person in 
charge of such conveyance must not, after the entry 
of any person so infected into his conveyance, allow 
any other person (o enter it without having sufficiently 
disinfected it. 

Section 17. No person shall let or hire any house or 
room in a bouse in which a communicable disease, dan- 
gerous to the public health, has recently existed, until 
the room or house and" premises therewith connected 
have been disinfected and for the purpose of this sec- 
tion, the keeper of a hotel, inn or other house for the 
reception of lodgers, shall be deemed to let or hire part 
of a house to any person admitted as a guest into such 
hotel, inn or house. 

Section 18. Members of any household in whicli 
smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles exists 
shiill abstain from attending places of public amuse- 
ment, worship or education, and, as far as jwssible, 
from visiting other private houses. 

Section 19. The clothing, bed-clothing and bedding of 
peraor.s who have been sick with any communicable 
d'isease, dangerous to the public health, and the rooms 
which they have occupied during such sickness, to- 
gether with their furniture, shall be disinfected as di- 
rected in the circulars of this Board. 

Section 20. No animal affected with a communicable 
disease, daiigeroua to the public health, shall be 
brought within the limits of this Commonwealth, and 
tlie bodies of such gn'Tials dead of such disease or 
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killed on account lliereof, sball be buried with quick- 
lime under four feet of earth or burned, but shall not 
be buried within tivt- hundred feet of any residence, or 
of any source of water supply. 

Section 21. No milk which has been watered, adul- mi* t 
teiated, reduced or changed in any respect from its 
natural condition by the addition of any foreign sub- 
stance, shall be held, kept or offered for sale, 

Section 22. Ko meat, fish, birds, fowls, fruit vege- no ud' 
tables, milk, aud nothing for human food, not being 
then healthy, fresh, sound, wholesome, fit and safe for 
such use, nor any animal or fish that died by disease, 
and no carcass of any calf, pig or lamb, which at the 
time of ils death was less than three weeks old, and no 
meat therefrom shall be brought nithin the limits of 
this Coramonweallh or oflered or held for sale as food. 

Section 23. It shall be tJie duty of the occupant of 
every house, in the month of May, in each and every 
year, to clean the cellais thereof of all diet, vegetables o,j";j| 
and other impure matter calculated (o engender dis 
ease, and (o cause them to be thoroughly whitewashed 
with fresh lime. 

Section 24. No pupil shall be allowed to attend th*^ v.ecin 
pnblic schools in this Commonwealth who has not been re-iuin 
vaccinated successfully within seven years. 

Reclion 25. No parent, guardian or master, in whose p.r!wi 
bouse or family there shall have been a communicable mr hi 
disease, dangerous to the public health, shall permit 
any thildi residing in said house or family to attend 
any public, privale or Sunday school, after the cessa- 
tion of said disease, within a period of ten days after 
the house shall have been thoroughly disinfected and chimr 
cleaned. And it shall be the duty of school boards to io™»n 
have this section printed on cards, mentioning the 
names of diseases declnred communicable and danger- 
ous to the public health in section thirty one of this 
regulation, and posted in e\'ery school room, and it 
shall be the duly of each teacher to read the section to 
the school at least onre a month and whenever any 
epidemic shall appear. 

Section 26. Every person who acts as a sexton 
or undertaker, or cemetery keeper, or has the charge of 
any tomb, vault, burying ground or other place for the 
receplion of the dead, or where the bodnes of any hu- 
man beings are rteposited, shall bo coniluct his businesB 
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and 80 care for any snch place above naaied, as to 
avoid detriment or danger to public healtli; and every 
person undertaking preparations for the burial of a 
body dead from oommimicable diaeases as herpiube- 
fore enumerated, shall adopt the precautions pre 
scribed in regulations IV of this Board. No dead body 
sliiill be exhumed and removed between the months of 
May and October inclusive and no body dead from any 
contagious or infeftious disease shall be exhumed and 
removed unless by special authority and upon such 
conditions as the State Board of Health may impose. 

Section 27. Every person violating any section of 
this regulation is liable for every such offense, upon 
conviction befoie any court, to a line of not more than 
one hundred dollars, at the discretion of the court. 



. ( R. VII.) 

Regulation for the Prevention of Blindness. 

Whenever, in any city, borough, village or place in this State hav- 
ing no health authority of its own, any nurse, midwife or other per- 
son, not a legally qualified practitioner of medicine, shall notice in- 
flammation of the eyes or redness of the lids in a new-born child under 
his or her care, it shall be the duty of snch person to report the 
same to some legally qualified practitioner of medicine, within twelve 
hours of the time the disease is first noticed. 



Regulation for the Enforcement of Domiciliary Quarantine and 
Closure of Schools. 

Whenever the Secretary shall have satisfactory information that 
any of the following diseases, vizi Small-pox, varioloid, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, yellow fever, typhus fever or Asiatic cholera ia epidemic, 
or threatens to become epidemic in any city, borough, district or 
place having no local board of health, or in which the sanitary laws 
or regulations are Inoperative, he shall have authority, as executive 
officer of the Board, to issue a proclamation in the name of the 
Board declaring such disease epidemic, and to order and enforce 
such measures in the way of quarantine, isolation of the sick, vacci- 
nation, disinfection and the closure of schools, public and private,

(K, DC.) 
Regulation Authorizing the Secretary to Place, or CauBe to be 
Placed, Placai'ds Upon Houses in Which Certain Communicable 
Diseaaes Exist. 

Section 1. Whenever the Secretary shall have satisfactory infor- 
mation that any of the foUowiag diseaees: Asiatic cholera, small-pox 
(variola or varioloid), scarlet fe\'er (scarlatina), typhus fever, yellow 
fever, relapsing fever, diphtheria (diphtlierilic croup) memLi-anous 
croup, bubonic plague or leprosy exist in any city, borough, district or 
place having no local board of health, or in which the sauitury 
laws or regulations are inoperative, he shall have authority to 
place or cause to he placed, in a conspicuous place or places 
upon or near the house or premises in which eaid case may be 
located a placard or placards upon which shall he printed in 
large letters the name of the diseases from which the person or 
persons in said house or premises may be suffering, as afore- 
said, as the case may be: Provided, That variola or varioloid 
shall be placarded as small-pox, and that diphtheritic croup and 
membranous croup shall be placarded as diphtheria, and that 
Bcarlatiua shall be placarded as scarlet fever, and said placard 
or placards shall remain thereon until such time aa Ihe iniles and 
regulations established by this Board regarding the destruction or 
diainfeclion of infected bedding, clothing or other articles which 
have been exposed to infection, and the disinfection of bouses and 
premises have been fully complied with: Provided, That in addition 
to the placarding aforesaid, or in lieu of the same, the Secretary may 
place or cause to be placed a guard or guards upon said house or 
premisee. 

Section 2. The head of the family occupying any house or premises 
upon or near which said placard or placards aforesaid may be placvd, 
shall, upon conviction before any mayor, burgess, alderman, police, 
magistrate or justice of the peace of the city, borough or township in 
which said offense was committed be liable for the fine or penalty 
l<rovided by the act of Assembly of June 18, ISOo, in any case where 
such placard or placards ai'e removed, disturbed, covered up, taken 
down or destroyed with his or her knowledge or consent before the 
time provided by section one of this it-guhition; said fine to be not 
less than five nor more than one hundred dollars, in default of paj- 
jnent whereof sm-h person or persons so convicted shall undergo an 
imprisotiment in the jail of the proper county for a period not ex- 
ceeding sixty dajg^ 
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( R. X.) 

BegulatiOD Requiring Burials to be at a Certain Depth Below the 
Burfaoe of the Ground. 

Section 1. The burial of a body at an insuflicient depth below the 
surface of the ground is hereby declared to be a nuisance prejudi- 
cial to the public health. 

Section 2. In all cities, boroughs, diatricts and places having no 
local board of health, uo body shall be buried at a less depth than 
six feet below the surface of the ground in populous districts, or less 
than four feet below the surface of the ground in rural districts. 



Regulation tor the Uisinfectiou of the Persons, Excreta, Effects and 
Dwellings of those Bick with Communicable (Contagious and In 
feclious) Diseases. 

To Disinfect in the Sick-room. 

1. All glasses, cups or other vessels used by the putient shall be 
cleansed in boiling water before t>eing used by others. And all food« 
and drinks touched and not consumed by the sick shall be bumedior 
buried. 

2. The discharge from the bowels and from the kidneys shall be 
received on Iheir very issue from the body into vessels charged with 
disiufectants, and. after thorough disinfection, emptied into a closet 
connecting with a sewer or, in the country, buried at leasit one hun- 
dred feet from any well or running stream. In no case shall they 
be thrown on the surface of the gronnd or into a running stream of 
water. Rags and paper which have become contaminated with any 
discharge shall be burned at om* in a strong fire. It is well, in all 
contagious diseases, to place a piece of rHblwr cloth uuder the pa- 
tient to prevent the discharges from soaking into the bed. 

3. All articles of the patient's clothing, all sheets, towvis, napkins, 
bandages or sponges used about the sick, must, t>efore being taken 
from the sick room, be thrown into a tub containing several gallons 
of solution of chloride of lime (stnndurd solution No. 1), andi remain 
in it three hours. Never carry any dry clothes from the sick room 
without disinfection. After disinfection they must be thoroughly 
boiled. 

5. After death the body must at once be wrapped in a sheet satu- 
rated with a solution of corrosive sublimate (standard solution No. 2) 
and buried as soon as possible. 
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6. Bum as many of Uie articles wlucli have beea about llie sick as 
possible. 

7. Staudard Disinfectiug Solutions Recommended by the State 

Board of Health. 

1. Standard Solution No. 1, — Dissolve chloride of lime or bleach- 
ing powder of the beat quality {containing at least twenty-live per 
cent, of available chlorine) in soft water in the proportion of foor 
ounces (a quarter of a pint) to the gallon. 

*2. Standard Solution Ko. 2. — Kisaolve corrosive sublimate and 
jiemianganate of potash in soft water in the proportion of two 
drachms (a heaping teaspoonful) of each to the gallon. 

3. Standard Solution No. 3. — To one part of hypochlorite of soda 
add Ave parts of soft water. 

4. Slandard Solution No. 4. — Dissolve corrosive sublimate in water 
in the pro[M}rtion of four ounces to the gallon. One fluid ounce (two 
tableaiKionsfuI) of this solution to the gallon of water is sufficiently 
stpong. ,\riicles should be left in it for two hours. One gallon of 
standard solution No. 1, may also be mixed with' nine gallons of 
water, and used in the same way. No article should be allowed to 
leave the infected room until it has been either disinfected or boiled 

8. To Disinfect Discharges from (he Patient. 

Use standard solutions, Kos. 1, 2 or a, keeping a pint of the soln- 
lion used conatanlly in the vessel ready for any emergency. Let the 
discharge be passed directly into the solution, then let a pint more of 
it lie added, and let the whole sland sometime to be thoroughly acted 
upon before being thrown into the sewer or being buried. Ordinary 
whitewash, freshly made or preserved by pouring a thin film of coal 
oil on its surface, is also very useful for this purpose. These dis- 
charges should never be thrown into a privy or cesspool, nor into 
n running stream, nor on the surface of the ground. 

9. To Disinfect Clothing, Towels. Napkins. Bedding and Such Tex- 
tile Fabrics as can be Washed. 

Burn as much as possible. Use standard solution No. 4, one ounce 
to the gallon of water, or use one gallon of solution No. 1 in nine gal- 
lons of water. Let the goods soak in the solution for at leaist three 
hours before they leave the room. Stir them np so that the solution 
may get all through the goods. After disinfection boil the goods 
thoroughly. 

•Note.— ThiH solution Is highly poisonous, 2. It requlrps a rontact ot one hour 
to be efndent. 3. It destroys lead pipes. 4. Tt Is without odor. 
Corrosive sublimate solution should be kept In wooden or CT^dtEiv "le****. 



10. To Disiuft'ct Water Closets, Urinals, Btuks and Cesspools. 

5. Carbolic Acid Soiution.^Mix one pint of carbolic acid with two 
and a half gallons of water. 

Standard Solution No. 4, diluted with three parts of water, may 
also be used in the iiroportion of one gallon (of the solution) to every 
four (estiinatedi) of the contents of the vault. Standard solution No. 
1 would require to be used gallon for gallon of the material to be 
disinfected. Dry chloride of lime may be siMiukled over the contents 
of a privy, or standard solution No. 2 may be made up by the barrel, 
and four or five gallons be applied during au epidemic. 

To Disinfect the Koom after Death or Recovery. 

The room must be vacated. The jjajwr should be carefully scraped 
from the walls. Thorough ventilation for several days, and thor- 
ough washings of all surfacei* with one of the disinfecting solutions, 
say, one pint of standard solution No. 4 to four gallons of water, or 
a quarter of a pint of solution of hypochlorite of 6oda to a gallon of 
water must be e^TecU■d. The walls and ceiling, if plastered, should 
be washed with this solution and then whitewashed. All dust must 
be carefully washed (not biushcd or swept) away from ledges, cracks, 
corners and crevices.

Sulphur Fumigation, 

To use this effectively, two pounds of sulphur should be burned in 
u room ten fvet squai'e. Every opening iu Ihe room— flues, doors, 
windows, cracks and crevices — must be closed, except the door by 
which the disinfeetor is to escaiie; floset doors and bureau drawers 
should be opened wide, and all woolen articles which have been in 
the room during the sickness hung on lines, being spread out and 
opened up as much as possible. The sulphur is to be burned in an 
iron kettle or other vessel set in a lub containing a little water to 
guard against fire. A small quautity of water should l>e evaporated 
at the same time. A little alcohol or kerosene must be i>oured upon 
the sulphur by means of which it may be ignited. I-eave the room 
quickly, for the fumes are highly poisonous when breathed, and close 
the door tightly. Let the room remain closed twenty-four hours or 
more. Then air thoroughly for at letist twenty hours. 

Fonnaldehyde (Formalin). 

This compariitively new subaiance promises to supersede sulphur 
as an aerial or paseous disinfectant. Not only does it appear to be 
more penetrating and more destructive to germ life, but it possesses 
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the very great ndvaiitagc of not injuring the colora of fabrics, or wall 
papers, or taniiehiiig aiid corroding metallic surfaces. It is also 
known as Formic Aldehyde, and is a gas develojwd by the action of 
a red hot surface of platinum on the va[ior of wood alcohol, or wood 
spirit (methyl alcohol), A naturated (40 per cent.) solution of this 
gas in water is sold uudcr the name of Formalin, Formol or Formal- 
oee. 

The gas may be generated directly in the apartment to be dis- 
infected, the same precautions being taken as regards stopping up 
(■revic«8 as in using sulphur fnmea. Formalin may be mixed with 
water in the proportion of two parts to the hundi-ed, and applied with 
a sprayer directly to surfaces to be treated, or may be forced undi- 
luted into the closed apartments thro.igli a key-hole or other orifice, 
in the form of vapor or atomized fluid. A special apparatus known 
as a generator or regenerator is needed for this purpose. 

Another mode of application is to dilute Formalin with an equal 
i|uantity of water, and evaporate it in wide pans by gentle heat. For 
every 1,000 cubic feet of air space, a i>int of this mixture is required, 
or it may be evaporated from phc-ets moistened with a mixture of 
one part of Formalin to two of water and hung up in the room. For 
this method, three pints of the mixture should be evaporated for 
every 1,000 cubic feet of air space. Tlie temperature of the room 
should not he allowed to fall below GO degrees F. 

There is testimony of convincing character both from scientiflu 
experiments and practical health officers as to the efficiency of all 
these modes of application. 

After the disinfection of apartments by Formaldehyde gas, the 
latter should be neutralized by ammonia gas, evolved from water 
of ammonia by heat, or by evaporation from water of ammonia sprin- 
Ided upou the floor. The quantity of water of ammonia required for 
neutralization, after the ahove-n<inied method, is as follows: 1.26 
quarts of water ammonia for each quart of Formaldehyde. 



Itegulation for the Control and Management of Piggeries in the State 
of Pennsvlvania. 



1. This Board declares the keeping of pigs an offensive industry. 

2. Hog yards and piggeries will not be permitted within 200 feet 
of any natural stream or watei" course, and the drainage of a piggery 
phall in no case be permitted to reach any natural stream until said 
drainage has been purified. 

3. .\11 pig peuB shall be constructed with watertight floors, either 
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of plank or (■i?iiieiit, which must be elevated at least ten inthes above 
ilie gi'ound. 

4. The feeding of aiiimalti dead from natural causes to pigs will 
not be allowed. Offal should not be fed to pigs for at least a month 
before they are killi'd. The animals to be killed should be removed 
from the pen where offal is fed and should be fattened on grain. Of- 
fal from hogs should not be fed to hogs, as disease is liable to be 
communicated to sound animals in this way. Offal from bogs must 
be burned or buried. 

5. All pig pens must be daily cleansed and Ihus kept free from 
all offensive odors. 

6. Where offal from slaughter houses is fed to pigs, the yards 
should be cleaned at least twice each week, the refuse being buried 
or burned. 

7. Where garbnge or offal is fed to pigs, the troughs, basins or 
boxes should be cleansed and dried as often as is necessary to pre- 
vent unwholesome odors from arising. 

8. No hog ranch or piggeiy for garbage or offal feeding, where 
more than fifty head of swine are kept, shall be established or main- 
tained without a permit from a health authority. 



Itegulation for Preventing the Pollution of Streams and Other Pab- 
lic Waters by the Refuse and Sewerage from Tanneries. 

1. The throwing or otherwise depositing of hair, lime, fleshings, 
IriramingB, sj^'nl tan bark and atl other solid waste from tanneries in 
streams, ponds, lakes or other public walei's, is absolutely prohibited 
as entirely unnecessary, and be<^ause, under certain conditions, it be- 
comes injurious to the public health. 

2. AH sewage produced by wnshiug hides in any and all processes. 
as well as all spent tan liquors, shall, before being run into streams 
or other waters used as public water supplies, t>e filtered through 
beds of gravel. This can readily be accomplished by setting the 
works a sliort distance back from the water. 

3. In eases where sulphuric acid, chronm acid, or other acids or 
salts injurious to human health nre employed in tanneries, they shall 
be recovered, or nentnitiwd before being thrown into any stream 
nsed as a public waler supply. 
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{ R. XIV.) 
Itt'gnlution Forbiddiug the Dumpiug of Night Soil in Public Waters. 

The dumijing of iiight-BOil id an,v river, stream, lake, pond or other 
puhlic water la this Common wealth constitutes a nuisance prejudi- 
cial to the public health and is hembj forbidden. 

(R. XV.) 
Regulation with Regard to the Depositing of Night-Soil. 

1. The depositing of night-soil on the 9urfa*:e of the ground ia 
bereb; declared to be a nuisance prejudicial to the public health. 

2. This material must be placed in pits or trenches dug for the pur- 
pose and each deposit covered with fresh earth and lime. 

3. When the contents of such pit or trench have reached within 
one foot of lUe surface they muet be covered with fresh earth and 
lime, up to the level of the ground. 

4. The contents of fiuch pit or trench must then not be disturbed 
for six months, at the end of which time they will be fit to use as a 
fertiliiier. , •] 

5. Any person violating or failing to obey this regulation will be 
liable to a fine of one hundred (f 100) dollars. 



Regulation to Prevent the Pollution of the Waters of the Schuylkill 
River and its Tributaries. 

1. No privy, urinal or other conHtruction of easement, shall be 
placed or allowed to remain over the waters of or directly upon the 
banks of the ychuylklll river, the canals of the Schuylkill Navigation 
Company, or any tributaries of said river or canals above Fairmount 
1>1U1I. 

2. No person shall either directly or indirectly, or by dumping 
from a cart or other conveyance or receptacle, deposit human excre- 
ment in or on the banks of said waters. 

3. No privy vault, cesspool or reservoir into which a privy, water 
i-'oeet or ceBSpool is drained, shall be constructed, dug or permitted 

in within one hundred and fifty feet of the banks of said 
waters unless the game is thoroughly cemented so that it shall be 
water tight, 

4. No boat, either for public or private use, whether steam boat, 
canal boat, house boat, ferry boat, bath house or other conaVtwt'Citt^

used to float, steam or sail upon said water, shall have kept or main- 
tained thereon a water closet, urinal or other construction of ease- 
ment which shall permit excrement to empty in said waters. All 
boats carrying passengers or crews shall be provided with water- 
tight tanks or receptacles which shall be kept in a sanitary condition 
satisfactory to the State Board of Health' and to the boards of health 
of cities and boroughs through which said boats may pass, and the 
contents thereof shall be disposed of at least one hundred and fifty 
feet from high water mark of the shores of said river and its tribu- 
taries. 

5. No excrement shall be deposited either directly or indirectly 
upon the ice of said waters.

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PRECAUTIONS AGAINST THE DISEASES OF HOT WEATRER 
—CHOLERA mFANTUM, CHOLERA MORBUS, SUMMER 
DIAHBHOEA, DYSENTERY AND ASIATIC CHOLERA. 



Cbolera, IiifaDtum. 

Cholera Infantum (Summer Complaint) is the Herod of large 
American citifG in this latitude dudug the summer season. In the 
uity of Philadelphia it causes about one-twentieth of all the deaths 
for the entire jear, and on^^aixt'h of alt the deaths of iufunts under 
Iwo years of age; and this wholesale destruction of infant lite takes 
place in ihe short space of two months. Continued high tempera- 
ture, night and day, appears to be its essential cause. It is im- 
portant, therefore. First: To keep the child ct>ol, and, secondly, to 
keep its food (milk) cool. (Infants at the breast aie much less 
liable to be attacked than those brought up by hand. Therefore, 
nurse the baby through the second summer, if possible). To ac- 
complish the Urst object, allow the baby to daink freely of cool (not 
ixcessiveiy cold) water; balhe it frequently in cool or lukewarm 
water, two or thi-ee times a day if the thermometer is above 90 de- 
grees; keep it in the open air in the shade; take it into the country or 
out on the water as often as possible. Let it wear a very thin flan- 
nel under-shirt, or if not this, a liannel belly-band. 

To accomplish the second, get your milk from a dairy where 
it is kept on ic-e, keep as little on hand as possible — and keep it 
on ice if possible. As soon as you get it, boil it for a few minutes 
and then add a tablespoonful of lime water to every pint. If the 
child is seized suddenly with diarrhoea, stop its milk at once, and 
feed if on raw white of egg, gelatine, barley water, and meat or 
chicken broth; and do not give it nuik again until the diarrhoea has 
stopped. If possible, go away with it to the country at once, or, if 
you live in the country, go to the mountains. Change of air has 
saved thousands of children's lives in this disease. Never try to 
treat looseness of the bowels in a baby in hot weather yourself, but 
send at once for a doctor. All the precautions suggested in this cir- 
cular as to the necessity for cleaning up the house, cellar and yard 
!n expectation of cholera, are equally important as regards cholera 
infantum. 

Instead of actually boiling the milk, the custom has prevailed 

of late, in cases where the present'*' of germs of contagious diseaa'S 

ib not to be apprehended, of subjecting it to such a temperatui-e only 
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as shall be necessary to destroy tlie gorma of putrefaction. When a 
temperature of 2V2 degiees Fahr. iboiiing) is emplojed the process 
is called sterilisation. When a lower teuiperaiure, say of 167 de- 
grees to 170 degrees Fahr. is empiojedi, it is called pasteurization. 
The first destroys all germs, the second such only as ai'e considered 
likely to set up fermentative or putrefactive changes which will be 
injurious to the health of the irliild. Many dealer;; now advertise 
sterilized or pasteurized milk. During the intense heat of summer, 
the use of such milk for infants in large cities is lieariily commended. 
The soouw the operation I'an be performed after milking, the better. 
It children are fed on this milk all the year rouudi, however, it is de- 
sirable that tln.-y should be given, under the direction of a physician, 
a lime salt, ua for in&taut^'e, the phosphate or the lad o- phosphate, 
as the process of sterilization ajJiieurs to diminish the digestibility 
of the mitk, and especially the assimilation of its salts leading to the 
disorders known as scurvy and rickets. In the country, where pure 
fresh milk can he obtained twice a day, it is not desirable to subject 
it to this procedure. 

Cholera Morbus, Sumnwr Diarrhoea and Dysentery. 

AH of these well known disfast-s oiiur principally during the sum- 
mer and autumn, 

Cholera Morbus is caused by improper food and sudden chilling 
of the body, after exposure to great heat. Certain substances will 
produce it in certain persons, such for instance as veal, raw milk 
taken with fl^h, or shell fish, and all dishes cooked with milk, such 
as rice pudding, cream puffs and even ice cream, when kept too long. 
Unripe and overripe fruit, especially if taken with large draughts of 
ice water, will also cause it; but sound, ripe fruit is a natural food 
in hot weather, nnd wholesome. Avoid becoming chilled during 
sleep. In a climate as changeable as ours, a light blanket should al- 
ways be at hand, to be drawn up in case it suddenly becomes cold 
during the night. Persistent suuimer diairhoea is usually caused by 
malaria, sewer air or impure water. The conditions liable to con- 
laminate air and water should he carefnily sought out aud> remedied 
as indicated in speaking of Asiatic cholera. The water can be rend 
ered safe by boiling. As dysentery is often epidemic, it is wise to 
consider every case as a possible source of danger to others, and to 
disinfect the dischargi-a with the same care and in the same manner 
R8 already directed for those of Asiatic cholera, 

Asiatic Cholera — Preventive Precautions. 

Filth is the home, nesi and breeding place of cholera. The removal 
of filth beforehand is of laflnitely more use than its attempted dis- 
infection after the epidemic has begun. To this end it is essential; 



1. To examine the condition of all public water supplies, and, if 
pollution is diai-overed, to cut off its source. 

2. To examine- tlie Burvouudings of all private wells with refer- 
ence to the existence of causee of pollution. 

3. To remove all house refuse, offal and garbage from the neigh- 
Itorliood of habitations, and either bury or burn it. 

4. To use copperas, dry or in solution (a pound to the gallon of 
water), in all places which are in the least offenBive. 

5. To examine thoroughly all house-plumbing and drainage, and 
remedy defects. 

6. To thoroughly and frequently cleanse all cellars, out-housea, 
stables and pig-stjvs, using whitewash freely. 

7. To drain all wet places in the immediate neighborhood of dwell- 
ings; and to drain, ventilate and, if necessary, cement damp cellars. 

The organization of local boards of health in every city and bor- 
ough in the Commonwealth is of importance to aid in carrying oul 
these suggestions, and local boards already in existence should act 
witt energy and despatch on the first note of warning, Should our 
quarantine authorities, national and munieipal, be successful in their 
efforts to prevent the introduction of this disease, it will be a satis- 
faction to know that no pains taken, no labor expended, no expense 
incurred in improving the sanilary condition of our towns and our 
homes, will have been wasted. These measures must inevitably re- 
sult in diminishing the prevalence of other diseases which we have 
always with us, and which, in the long run, theit?fore, carry off 
more victims than cholera in its comparatively Short, though ter- 
rible stay. Should it make its apprarance after we have thus put 
our habitations and suiroundings into the complete state of prepara- 
tion above mentioned, we may view it with comparative indifference. 
It will not be wise, however, in its presence to neglect certain. 

Protective 1' recall lions. 




The cholera poison, whatever it be, is taken into fhe system 
through the mouth — that is, iiL food- or drink, Sim|>Iy t)eing near 
a cholera patient cannot give you the disease. Therefore, have no 
fear of visiting a cholera-infected house on an errand of necessity 
(M" of mercy, or even of nursing a cholera stricken relative or friend. 
Still further, there is strong ground for believing that the natural 
juices of a healthy stomach will destroy the vitality of this poison. 
In Europe, during (he last epidemic, the greatest number of new 
caaes wei-e usually reiwrted on Monday mornings, Sunday being a 
day for dissipation among the working classes, and thus leaving 
them with disordered stomachs, incapable of dieslroying the activity 
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of the virus berore it reathed the bowels, where alone it Laa the 
power of doing injury. It is, therefore, of the utmost importance to 
preserve a vigorons digestion by observing a few simple 

Personal Pretautioofi. 

(1) Avoid all excesses in food or drink, and especially in alcoholic 
drinks. (3) Take yonr meals at regular intervals, and do not go into 
an infected house on an empty stomach. (3) Avoid all intense ex- 
citement, viok-ni exercise, colds from undue exposure, andi the im- 
moderate use of ice water. (4) Do not i-estrict the range of your diet 
suddeaiy or exceedingly. (5) Keep the skin in active condition by 
frequcu't bathing of the whole body with tepid water, and never eat 
without first washing the hands carefully. Cholera rarely attacks 
those who lead healthy, cleanly lives. Its victims are usually found 
among the dissipated, the careless Mud the dirly. 

While thus placing your body in a thoroughly defensive coudition, 
do not overlook the importajice of 

Precautions iu Regard to Food. 



(1) Look upon unripe or overripe fruit or vegetables as so much 
poison, and do noi allow your children to have pennies to buy the 
half decayed fruit offered for sale on the street stands. (2) It haa 
been abundantly proved' that heat deatroys the potency of the cholera 
poison. Therefore, use no water for drinking, or for washing, cook- 
ing and table ntensils, which haa uot been thoroughly boiled. You 
will also err on the side of safety if you eat no uncooked fruit or 
vegetables. (3) Milk is especially liable to convey infection, und 
should, therefore, always be boiled. (4) If you use a filter, see that 
your water-cooler is rinsed carefully every day, and that the tiltering 
material is frequently washed or changed. (5) As sulphuric acid has 
been proven to possess the power of destroying the infeitious ma- 
terial of cholera, if there is the slighest reason to suppose that the 
water is polluted, use the additional precaution of adding a table- 
spoonful of dilute sulphuric acid to every gallon of drinking water. 
This quantity will not render the water unpalatable. .\ little sugar 
may be added, however, if the acid is distasteful. In case of di- 
arrhoea coming on, this acid mixture may be taken of six times the 
above strength, and fi-eqnently repeated in small do»e» until a phy- 
sician can be summoned, which should always be done immediately, 
the patient nn-anwhile remaining on his back, (fi) As the infwrtion 
may be carried in clothing, do not send your own to public lanndriea. 
If you do, that of cholera patients may be washed in the same water, 
and the disease may thus be brought back to your own house. 
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Should a luciiibei- of your faniil.v lie attacked with Hie diueaae, keep 
the patient in the house, a» reDiov»l might be fatal, and send uwa; 
the well members an far as prairlicable. 

Use the following 

Precautions In the Sick Room. 

The infection resides in the discharges of the patient, whether 
from the stomach or the bowels, but espeiialli' from Ihe latter, pos- 
sibly from the bladder; therefore {I) All such dii<charges should be 
rectrived in a vessel containing about a pint of disinfecting solution, 
iboroughlj' mixed, and allowed to Ei'tand fifteen minutes, if possible, 
before emptying. If in the country, they should then be buried at 
least eight inches under ground, and remote from any well or run- 
ning stream. (2) Any clothing, bedding, towels, napkins, or hand- 
kerchiefs, soiled by a patient, should at ouce be immersed in a strong 
dislDfecting solution, allowed to remain four hours, and then boiled 
or exposed to dry heat for four hours, (2Sii Fahr.). (3) After the re- 
< oveiy or death of the i>atieut, aa much of such clothing as can be dis- 
pensed with should be burned. All utensils used by the patient 
should be placed at once in a disinfecting solution before being 
washed, ii) During the convalescence all Ihe discharges of the pa- 
tient must be treated as if tbey were fresh cholera discharges. {•>) 
The dead should be enveloped in a sheet saturated with a disinfect- 
ing solution without previous wasliing of Ihe body, aud at once 
placed in a coflia. Burial should be immediate and private. The 
Board recommends the following 

Disinfecting Solutions, 

principally suggested by the Committee on Disinfectants of the 
American Public Ilealth Association: 

For the Disinfection of the Discharges from the Patient. 

1. Standard Solution No. 1. — Dissolve chloride of lime or bloacti- 
ing powder of the best quality (containing at least twenty-five per 
cent, of available cliloridel in soft water in the proportion of six 
ounces to the gallon. Use one quart of this to each discharge. 

2. Standard Solution No. 2. — Dissolve corrosive sublimate and 
|iermangana(e of potash in soft water in Ihe proportion of two 
drachms of each salt to the gallon. Use one gallon of this to each 
dJBcbnrge. 

3. Staiidnrd Solution No. 3. — To one part of T.«barra(|ue'a solution 
of hypochlorite of soda Oi<)uor sodae cliloratae, — U, 8, P.), add live 
IHirls of soft water. Use one gallon of this to each discharge. 
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4. Oi'dtnar; wliitewasL (milk of lime) which can be preserved in 
an active conditioa by covering itB surface with a film of coal oil, haa 
been found very effective for this purpose. 

For the Disinfecliou of ClotliiLg, Towels, Bedding and Other Textile 
Fabrics. 

Standard Solution No. 4. DisBolve corrosive sublimate in watei' 
in the proportion of four ounces to the gallon, and add one drachm 
of permanganate of pota»h to give color to the solution as a pre- 
caution against poisoning. One tluid ounce of this solution to the 
gallon of water is sufficiently strong. Articles should be left in it 
for two hours. One gallon of staudiu-d solution Xo. 1 may also be 
mixed with nine gallons of water, and used in the same way. Ho ar- 
ticle should be allowed to leave the infected room until it has been 
cither disinfected or boiled. 



For the Disinfection of Water Closets, Urinals, Sinks and Cesspools. 

4. Carbolic Acid Solution. — Mix one pint of carbolic acid with 
two and a half gallons of water. 

Standard Solution JIo. 4, diluted with three parts of water, may 
also be used in the proportion of one gallon (of the solution) to every 
four (estimated) of the conteula of the vault. Standard solution 
Xo. 1, would require lo be used gallon for gallon of the material to 
be disinfected. Dry chloride of lime may be sprinkled over the con- 
tents of a privy, or standard solution No. 2, may be made up by the 
barrel, and four or five gallons be applied daily during an epidemic. 

Pot Disinfection of the Sick Room After it is Vacated. 

Thorough ventilation for several days, and thorough washing of 
all surface with one of the disinfecting solutions, say, one pint of 
standard solution No. 4, lo four gallons of water, or a quarter of a 
pint of solution of hypochlorite of soda to a gallon of water. The 
walls aud ceiling, if plastered, may be washed with this, and then 
whitewashed. -All duat must be carefully washed (not brushed or 
swept) away from ledges, cracks^ corners aud crevices. 

5. Sulphuric Acid Solution.^SuIphuric acid or oil of vitriol is 
often accessible when other disinfectants are not, and is very effec- 
tive in the proportion of one ounce to the gallon of water, for dtsin- 
feeling cholera discharges; of Ihe same strength for soiled clothing; 
and of half this strength for bathing the body of the sick, or the 
handa of the attfndanls, or sponging the clothing of attendants, and 
the floor and carpets, if Ihey become soiled.

"S'lilphur Piirnigalion. 

Is bclipvcij in by iisnny an very efflcaciouB, but should not be al 
towed to take the place of the scrapinp and the rubbing. It is per- 
. formed in the following manner: Open wide all the drawera and 
closet doors. ITang on lines, opened up as mueh as [>o88ible, all the 
woolen articles whith have been in the room during the Hickness and 
which have not been disinfected and washed, then bum two pounds 
of sulphur for every thousand cubic feet of space in the room. Every 
opening in the poom^fiues, doors, windows, cracks and crevices — 
innst be closed, except the door by which the disinfector is to escape. 
The sulphur is to be burned in an iron kettle or other vessel set in a 
tub, containing a little water to guard against fire, A little alcohol 
or kerosene must be poured upon the sulphur by means of which U 
may be ignited. A small riuantity of water evaporated at the same 
time will add to Ihe efficiency of the fumes. I^ave the room quickly, 
for Ihe fumes are highly poisonous when breathed, and close the door 
tightly. Jjet the room remain (-losed twenty-four hours or more. 
Then air thoroughly for several days. 



Formaldehyd'e (Formalin). 

This comparatively new substan<"e promises to supersede sulphur 
BS an aerial or gaseous disinfectant. Not only does it appear to be 
more penetrating and more destructive to germ life, but it possesses 
the very great advantage of not injuring the colors of fabrics, or 
wall papers, or tarnishing and corroding metallic surfaces. It is 
also known as Formic Aledehyde. and is a gas developed by the 
action of a red hot surface of platinum on the vapor of wood al- 
cohol, or wood sjnrit fmethyl-alcohol). A saturated (40 per ct?nt.) 
solution of this gas in water is sold under (be name of Formalin. 

The gas may lie generated directly in the afwirtment to be disin- 
fected, the same precautions being taken as regards stopping up 
crevices as in using sulphur fumes. 

Formalin may be forced undiluted or slightly diluted with water 
or with glycerine into closed apartments through a key-hole or 
other orifice, in the form of vapor or atomized fluid. There are now 
many forms of apparatus on sale for this purpose. 

Another mode of application is to dnlute formalin with a quantity 
of water and evaporate it in wide pans by gently heating. For every 
thousand cubic feet of air space a pint of this mixture is required. 
The plan adopted by the Chicago Board of Health, which is claimed 
to be very efficient, is to rvapornte the formalin from sheets hun^ 
In the room, which have been moistened by a coarse sprinkler either 
with pure 40 per cent, formalin or with formalin d\li\te4 -wWa. w« 
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equal amaunt of water. One sheet should be used for every thou- 
sand cubic feet of air space and not less than six ounces of pure 
formalin should be used on each sheet. If the temperature of the 
room is below summer heat (76 degrees Fahr.) the full 40 per cent, 
bolution should be used. If the temperature is above that point, it 
will be better to dilute the solution one-half or even somewhat more. 
There must, however, always be at least six ounces of the pure 
solution per thousand cubic feet. The rooms should be left closed 
at least eight hours after the completion of the disinfection. At the 
end of this time the door of exit may be opened and an hour should 
t»e allowed to elapse before entering the room.

Addressed to School Directors, ControllerH, 
and Trustees. 



I. Beleption of n Site for a School. 

For a sehool house, it is desirable to secure the lieallhiest pos- 
sible Bite in the district where the school is to be located. Pure air, 
and sunlight in abundance, are to be sought, while foul air and 
dampness are to be avoided. In the country, a damp soil and the 
region of wetweafLer ponds ia always to be avoided. A hillside, 
because it is dryer and warmer, is better than a hollow, or than 
the top of a hill, if the latter is exposed to cold winds. In towns it 
is not necessary to locate the scliool house on a principal street; a 
qniet side alreet is preferable. It should be located away from of- 
fensive industiies, ae gas works, tanneries, oil reiinerieR, etc., while 
the school lot should be so large that two sides have the adjacent 
buildings at least sixty feet distant,, and, in both town and country, 
a play ground as large as possible should be secured. This should 
b<! on the south and west sides of the school buildings, rather than 
on the north. If, in cities, it is not otherwise possible to secure a 
play ground, one should be niadt in the cellar, or even on the roof, 
or possibly in both places, one being assigned to the boys, l?he other 
to the girls, where both sexes are in the same school. 

The school grounds may be planted with trees, but these should 
not overshadow Ihe buildings, thus producing dampness, nor should 
ihey be permitted to darken the windows. In the country, wind- 
breaks of evergreen trees may be planted on the north or northwest 
Bide of the bundling; in some localities on the southeast, to protect 
from the cold winds coming from trhose directions. To secure a large 
lot, it would, in towns, be well to go to tlie suburbs rather than to 
build in the seemingly most convenient spot. In country places, 
children frequently walk one, two and even more miles to school, 
and it would seem that in towns and cities, where there are well kept 
sidewalks, children could do as much when necessary. In fact it 
would be much better for their health if they were comiwlled to 
walk at least a mile before school every morning. It is a matter of 
anrpassing importance, that there be a considerable area of open 
ground about every school house, and great exertions shonid be 
made to secure it. 
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II. Plans for a School Building. 

No (.'ominilteL' sljouh] erect a new school building withont the 
most lart'fnl consideration and 
"1 study of iiniipoved school house 
plans. A cellar should be made 
iindi.T the whole building, and 
should be at least half above 
ground, with good large windows 
and a cemented floor. It could 
(hen be used for a play room in wet 
weather. If there is no cellar, 
Ihere should at least be an air space

be under drained, and a damp-proof 

course, should be laid under the first pet of joists. The building 

should not be over two stories high, and should secure to each pupil 
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three hundred cubic feet of air space wilh fifteen square feet of floor 
space. The walls within should be "fuiTCd out," that is, have the 
plastering put on lath, 
not directly on the walls. 
This mabes the building 
di^yer and warmer. The 
rooms should not be in 
the form of sijuares, but 
of parallelograms, and 
not over 411 feet by 2-1 feet 
in area. A tetter size 
is 33 feet by 21, this be- 
ing the gi-eatest distance 

that roome can be well lighted and piipila see across to blackboards. 
Ceilings should be about thirteen to fourteen feet high, not more. 
The walls should be whitewashed or painted, never papered. Build-

inga should be so faced tLat llie auii cao enler every room. All ex- 
terior defUiatiODB which cut ofT the light are to be avoided. The 
floors should be of hai-d wood, oiled an-3 free from splinters. The 
clonk rooms ehould have good uieaus of ventilation, and should be 
lighted. 

Slaircasea should be fire-proof, with rails on each side, without 
an,v windinjf, every tread being full size. There should be a stair- 
case for every fifty pupils. Doors should open outward, and should 
be of good width. For country echools, and tor all school)^ on large 
lots, it is probably best to face the building to the east or west. This 
will bring the windows to the north and south, which, gpiierally, will 
ipve the best resalts in lighting the room. 

Heating and Ventilating. 



A projjer degi-ee of waiinth and pure air are absolutely essential in 
flll school rooms. The effort should always be made to secure ven- 
tilation in connection with the heating of a building, as this is the 
best and least expensive method. 

Steam heat is the most convenient and most cleanly, but gener- 
ally there is no wutilalion accompaujing it. If so, it is lo he re- 
jected, Excejit in large towns or cities, heating must be done by 
stoves, or by healers placed in the cellar. Good results may be ob- 
tained from either. 

From sixty-eight degrees to seventy degrees Fahr. is about the 
proper temperature for a school, and this should be determined by 
a thermometer, which every school room should possess. The stove 
or furnace should be large enough to heat without being made "red 
hot." Ventilating shafts, in order to he efficient, must be heated; 
they should he not less than eight inches stpiare on the inside, and 
made smooth, preferably of metal. A card of instructions to teach- 
ers in reference to heating and ventilation should hang in each 
school room. For drying the chil- 
dren's feet, a large tiat piece of 
iron, resting directly upon a steam 
coil, placed in the halls, is excel- 
lent. 

A simple plan of ventilation, by 
means of one central shaft, is given 
in the cut. About 2.i)00 feet of 
fresh air per hour to each pupil is 
needed. 

An open fire-place, with a small fire burning in it, Is the best 
means of ventilating a room yet devised. A ventilating flue, in order 
to act. roust be warm, otherwise it will prot)ably only be a fannel 
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down whiili colli air will jiour into the rooDi. Wndows should not 
be lowtred in cold weather wlien 
n draught of rold air may fa'l 
, iijion the head of any pupil. 
I Sliich fresh air may be introduc- 
I ed iiilci a room hy placing boards 
sirlps of muslin about six 
I inches wide under the lower eash 
I of each window in the room. A 
I Bpat-e will be formed between the 
J two sashea through which a 
I stream of air will enter the room. 
Auolher plan ia to have a cy- 
linde:- of zinc enclosing the stove. 
.V liole is made in the floor under- 
nealh the stove, and from this 
hole a piece of stovepipe leads to 
the extfrnal air. The air about 
the stove will become heated and 
itoodijeneniiiiQ»erKiii.h.Jt window. will firise, while to take its place 

a constant stream of air will pour into the space about the stove 
from out doors. This air will be warmed before it passes into the 
room. It will be well for the teacher to 
have fixed times on the daily programme 
at which to throw oiM-n doors and win- 
dows several times each day, that all the 
stagnant air may be removed from the 
room. At these times all the children 
should be on their feet exercising, and 
the windows shoald be closed some 
minutes befoiv the children take their 
seats, in cold weather. All windows 
should be made so that they can be lower- 
ed. This especially applies to one-roomed 
country schools. Foul air produces list- 
lessness in schools perhaps more than i 
any oiher one tause. i 

"In modern hygiene, nothing is more 
conclusively established than the fact 
that vitiated atmospheres are the most 
fruitfnl sources of disease." — Playfair. 

"Headache, nausea and lassitude, great debility, impaired diges- 
tion, severe colds, consumption and other diseases of the respirat- 
ory system, as well as other serious diseases may be caused by con- 
finement in the foul atmosphere of an unventilated room." — Dr. 
Frank Wells. 
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"ThougL foul air ia a slow poison, we must not forget that a blast 
of cold air may Blay like a sworti." — Dr. Angus Smith. 

Foul air poiBona the blood and dulls the operations of the brain; 
hence, good work cannot jioseibly be done iu an ill-ventilated school 
room. The teacher will become impatient and petulant, the chil- 
dren dull and listless, Ilenee, it is clear that much attention should 
be given to securing pure air in all school rooms. 

Lighting. 

Great pains should be taken to secure a welMighted building. 
The building should stand alone, no other building being nearer than 
sixty feet, and if very high still more distant. The rooms should 
not be much over thirty-three foet by twenly-one feet. Window 
space should equal one-fourth to one-fifth of the floor space, placed 
on two sides of the room, and should extend to the ceiling, and the 
lower sill should not be nearer than four feet from the floor. Aa 
a rule, windows are much too small. Shades, if any are per- 
mitted, should have the roller at thf buttoni. Teachers should not 
be permitted to obstruct the windows with curtains, flowers, or any 
other objects. 

To ket'p cut heal, blinds on the outside of the glass are much the 
l>fst. Pupils should never be required to face the light; and the 
light is best when it comes from behind and over the left shoulder. 

Walls are best of light gray color; ceilings white. Bark paint or 
dark paper should never be used on the walls of school rooms. It 
is best not to use jHijjer at all. Blackboards should not be placed 
between windows, where pupils must face the light iu reading from 
them. 

Books with good paper and good print should be used, and no 
oth<?rs. This applies to books of reference, and supplementary 
readers, as well as to the books considered as the more regular text- 
books. 

It would be well for directors and school trustees to have hanging 
on the walls of every 8eh<K>! room plain rules for the prevention of 
Injuries to the eyesight. 

Water Supply and Drainage. 



Growing hoys and girls need much water; hence, evei7 school 
house should have a good supply. In country places the well should 
be at least 200 feet from the privy. The well should be cleaned out 
at the opening of each school term, and the purity of the water 
tested. Eaih child (or at least the children from one family) should 
liave his own glass or tin cup for drinking purposes. In country 
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I'Ijui'h, a wjiiih linaiu, auiJ in towns a hydrant, lint no towel or soap, 
ciiould bf siipplied the {mpilfi. This laHt precantion is made neees- 
sarj froul tUf danger (rf epreiidinB contagious dieeaHeg, where tlie 
name towels, etc., are used promiacuouBly. 

Tlie privies sluinld t>e distinct for each sex. There should be aa 
little woodiwork as iwseibte about them, and they should be well 
ventilated and well lighted. In 
country plju'es. some form of the 
earth closet should alwiiys be 
adopted in preference to the daug- 
i^rons privy vault. Dry paths 
should lead to the closets, so that 
in dump weather pnpilH need not 
/wet Ihcir feet iu visiting them. In 
ns. when the water clo»et is 
used, they should be constructed 
in the Inst jioesible manner. The 
floors should he of slate or asphalt, 
because these absorb no nioisture. 
The urinals Rliuiild not be of metal 
or of alone, but of glazed ware, as 
this can be kept clean most easily. 
The liopper closet is much to be 
pieferri.'d to the basin closet. It is 

„ — much better to place the closets

"fc^lX. .^____ than in the cellar, as in the latter 
/ * — ' ' \ there will be always some danger 

from foul ^aa. and they will need 
constant watching. Sewage from 
» school las also from all oilier buildings) should always be purified 
before being thrown into a stream, in order to avoid the contamina- 
tion of water supplies. Human ex- 
creta are poieonoui* to human beings 
when again taken into the ayBlem; 
besides, Ihey often contain the germs 
of fatal diseases, like typhoid fever, 
cholera, dysentery, etc.. for which . 
reasons care should always he ta' 
to keep Ihcm from all water suppliee. ' 
The act of June tith, A. It. 1W»3. re-[ 
quires not less than two suitable andon 
convenient water closets for every 
school aitendedi by both sexes, with separate means of access for 
each; and makes it the duty of the directore or controllers to make 
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provision for keeijing the same in a clieau, comfortable aod healthful 
condilion, under pain of removal from office by the court for non-com- 
pliance. 



School Furniture. 

The desks should be carefully selected and an-anged, the followiog 
jKtints tx-iQ^ in mind; 

1. The pupils should not faoe the light. 

2. The desks should be neither too high nor too low. 

3. The top should slope to the pupil, audi not be flat. 

4. The seat should be comfortaMe, with a support for the back, 
I'urved in to fit the hollow of the back, and not too far from the 
desk. 

5. In every room for, say thirty to fifty pupils, there should be 
(hTee siKes of deakB. Foot rests shonld be supplied for those whose 
feet do not reach the floor. 

The blackboards should be large, the tmrfacee dull, never var- 
nished, and they should not be placed between windows, AM wall 
maps and clmrts should be on a large scale, with large figures and 
letters. Teachers fihonld be instructed 1o write in a bold hand, put- 
ting on plenty of chalk. The boards should be kept clean. Soap 
Hnd towels should not be fiirnished the pupils, as through their use 
contag:ions diseases may be spread among the pupils. 

General Cleanliness of Premises. 



Every portion of s<rhool premi'*es sliould he daily inspected by the 
teacher and kept in a cleanly ronditiftn. Spet'ial attention should 
be given to the cellar, urinals and water closets. The cellar should 
not be used to store litter in. should Iw frequently whitewashed, and 
if need be. disinfected. The unnsils and closets should be frequently 
(Jisinfected, and the aim shoulfl he to permit no odor to ari»e from 
these places. Green vitriol, a pound to a pail of hot water, is an ex- 
cellent disinfectant for Kuch places. 

The act of June 24. A. T>. 1S!15, requires school hoards (o liave 
every out-house or water closet under their control, emptied aJid 
disinfected at least once during each full school term, and prior 
to the first of Janunry of each year, and within thirty days after the 
close of each annual school term, and to have every such place prop- 
(?rly scrubbed, washed out and cleaned, the inside walls whitewashed 
and the vaults or receptacles covered with a layer of fresh dirt op 
(Jry slaked lime with-n ten dnys of the opening of each annual school 
term. 
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No board can draw ile nnnnal appropriation trom the State until 
its president has fertltipd that the reiiuiremeuts of this act have 
been fully carried out. 

NLMghboitng streets, alleys and premiseB should also be reported 
to the health oQlceiB whenever not in a healthful condition. 



The Hours of Study. 



It is a genenil belief that American children are being overworked 
in the schools, and that their bodies are sutTcriug from the con- 
finement of the Rchool room, i'ossibly childt-en would advance junt 
as rapidly in their studies wei-e they in school no more than half as 
long each day as thoy now ai-e. The following schedule may be an 
aid In making "school programmes: "Children seven to eight years 
old may be in school two hours a day; from eight to ten rears old, 
thi-ee to three and a half hours; from ten to twelve, four to four and 
.1 half hours; twelve to fifteen years, five to six hours; and fifteen to 
eighteen years old, seven to eight hours.'' This schedule suggests a 
fair average of school hours, audi includes all the time children of 
the indicated ages may profitably sjiend over their books. More 
time than this will probably be at the expense of their physical 
health. Pupils should have their nifals at regular hours. They 
should not be overtaxed in "preparing for examination." 

Sound bodies are of so great importance to the rising generation, 
that the attention of directors is especially called to this topic. In 
case of ungraded schools, the young children should positively not 
be confined to the school room as many hours as the older ones. 

Tontagious Diseases. 

The law of -June 18, A. D. 1893, niakee the following provisions: 
Section 11. No chiltl or other person belonging to, or residing with 
the family of any person residing in the same house in which any 
person mny be located who is suffering from cholera, small-pox (va- 
riola or varioloid), scarlet fever, typhus fever, yellow fever, relapsing 
fever, diphtheria, diphtheritic croup, niemhranous croup or leprosy, 
shall be pei-iuitted to attend any pnblio, private, parochial, Sunday 
or other school in said municipnlitiis, and all school principals, Sun- 
day school superintentK'nf or other pfrsons in charge of such schools, 
are hereby required to exclude any and all such children and> persons 
from said schools, such exclusion to continue for a period of thirty 
days following the discharge by recovery or death of the person last 
afflicted in said house or family, or his or her removal (o hospital, 
and the thorough disinfei-tion of the premises, and all Biich children 
or other persons as aforesaid, before being permittedi to attend or 
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return to scLooI, sball furniali to said principal or other [terBOU in 
charge of Baid schools, a certiticate Bigni^d by Uie tnedica] attendant 
of said children or persons, or by a physician lo be desigiiated by the 
health authorities of said municipalities, setting forth that the thirty 
days mentioned in this section, have fully expired: Provided, how- 
ever, Tliat the health authorities may by rule or regulatiou provide 
that such certificates shall only be gh'cn by a pei-son to be desig- 
nated by said authorities, and in such case no other certificate shall 
be recognized. 

The same law provides, Section 12, that. 

All principals or otiier persons in charge of schools as aforesaid 
ape hereby required to refuse the admission of auy child to the 
ecliools under their charge or supervision, except upon a certificate 
signed by a phytsician, settiug forth that such child has been auccese- 
fuUy vaccinated, or that it has previously had smallpox. 

The health authorities of all municipalities are required to fur- 
nish the necessarj- certificates anil blanks for carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act and to notify the principals or other i>erson8 in 
charge of schools of the existence of cases of contagious diseases in 
the neighborhood of the same, or iu families from which children 
attend said schools. Any one failing, neglecting or refusing to com- 
ply with or violating any of the provisions or requirements of this act 
becomes liable to a fine or penalty of not less than five dollars or 
more than one hundred dollars, or in default of payment thereof, to 
imprisonment in the county jail for a period not exceeding sixty dayB. 

WTien any of the above diseases are t-pidemic in a community, 
the schools ought lo be closedi until the disease subsides. The fol- 
lowing statement of periods of infectiousness, taken from Abel's 
Schoo'] Hygiene, may tie of value: 



Periods of rnfectiousncBs of Contagious Diseases, 

Smallpox. — Six weeks from the commencement of the disease 
if everj' scab has fallen off. 

Chicken-pox. — Three wwks from ihi' commencenient of the dis- 
ease, if every scab lins fallen oft*. 

Scarlet Fever. — .Six weeks from the commencement of the dis- 
eaBe, if the periling has ceased and there is no sore noae. 

Diphtheria. — Six weeks from the commencement of the disease, 
if sore throat and other signs of the disease have disappeared. 

Measles. — Three weeks from llie commencement of the disease, 
if all rash and the cough have ceased. 

Mumps. — Three weeks from the commencement of the disease, 
if all swelling bus subsided. 

Typhus. — Four wei-ks from Ihe commencement of the disease, v( 
strength is reestablished. 
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Tj'phojd. — Six weeks from the commencement of the disease, if 
sti-ength is re-established. 

Whooping Cough. — Six wL-eks from the comaicncement of the dis 
tase, if all cough has ceased. 

Under judicious treatment the [ieriod of infectiousness may be 
considerably shortened, hut no child suffering as above should be 
admitted to any school after a shorter period of absence, and should 
be provided with a mi-dical certificate, that he or she is not liable to 
communicate the disease. 

Quarantine is not necessary in typhoid fever. 

Suggestions to County Superintendents, 

In conclusion we advise that the following important recom- 
mendations be addreased to the county superinteud^^nts of the State, 
who are urged to present lliem to the attention of ei^ery school dis- 
trict board, to the end that our sc-hoots be placed in good sanitary 
condition: 

Rule 1, To clean and perfect all sources of water supply, and. 
where schools have no water supply of their own, to furnish such. 

Rule 2. In the absence of a better system, to prepare the windows 
and transome, so that ventilation can be had without causing drafts, 
and that all schools intrpduce improved i-entilating systems as soon 
us possible. 

Rule 3. To place buildings in good repair, with tight floors, good 
roofs and underpinnings. 

Rule i. To see (hat the grounds do not permit standing wafer and 
to prepare gravel or hoard walks to keep the children's feet out of 
the mud. 

Rule 5, Suitable water closets for each of the sexes should be pro- 
vided with every »<;hool liouse. Thev should be situated far enough 
away to secure privacy, Ise kept in good repair and cleaned and dis- 
infected at least twice a month. 

Rule 0, The rooms should be so warmed as to maintain an even 
temperature, and all be kept comfortable; stoves and furniture 
should be safe and in good order. 

Rule 7- Rooms should not be overcrowdied; not less than fifteen 
B<iuare feet of floor space and 215 cubie feet of air s|»ace should ever 
be allowed to each pupil. 

Rule 8. Rlackboards should not bo placed between windows; the 
surface should be dead black, not glossy. 

Rule 9. The light, should, if [>ossiblp. be admitted from the rear. 
OP rear and left of the pupil — never from the front 

Rule It). Desks and seats of difTerent heights should be furnished 
to suit the size and age of pupils. ■ 
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School Health Oftiters. 

Jd the ideal State, each Bchool will have ila own health officer, 
who will look after the conBtriiclioii, warming, ventilating and light- 
ing of the school bnilding. He will also examine each pupil at stated 
periode, and will have a general oversight of the sanitary condition 
of the school buildings and the health of each pupil. He may pro- 
pose to boards sanitary rules, and give teacheis instruction in hy- 
giene. It iseaineslly urged upon boards of control that these health 
ofltcers be selected andi set to work at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment.

Addressed to Itoards of Edmcation. 
AN ACT 

To require boardfi of school directors and controllers 
to provide tor the better protection of the health and 
morals of school children in their respective school 
districts. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania in Central Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the anthority of the same. That boards of 
school ddrectors and controllers shall provide suitable 
••oh*»iihoeL" '"' and convenient water closets for each of the schools 
under their ol^cial jurisdiction, not less than two for 
each school building where both sexes are in atiend- 
ance, in their respective school districts, with separate 
Sranit^d'^ ''"'" *" incans uf Hcce&s for each; and, unless placed at a re- 
mote distan^-e one from the other, the approaches or 
walks thereto shall be separated by a substantial close 
fence, not less than seven feet in height; and it shall be 
the duty of the directors or controllers to make provi- 
sion for keeping the water closets in a clean, com 
forlable and healthful condition. 
™"K'l.r''UB Section 2. Any failure on the part of sehool directors 

tr'^Sp'irwth" or controllers to comply with the provisions of this 
tb?» ™" * " act, shall make them liable to be removed from ofHce 
by the court of ijuarter sessions of the county in which 
the schools are located', upon complaint made to the 
court, under oath or affirmation, of not less than five 
taxable citizens resident in the school district in which 
the school is located. 
Approved— The Gth day of June, A, D. 1893.

To promote cleanlincBB and healtbfuluess iu and about 
the public Bcbools of this Com mou wealth. 

SectioQ 1. He it enacted by the Senate and House S^"^'" 
of Reprt'sentativeB of tlie Commonwealth of i'euusyl- 
rauia in (_ioneral Assembly nitt and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the Banie, That the boards 
of school district and controllers of each school dis- 
trict of this Commonwealth, be andi they are hereby 
required, at least ouce during each full school term, 
and prior to the first of January of each year, and with- 
in thirly days after the close of each annual school 
term, to have taken out, removed and hauled away all Removal ot 
excrement and waste matter from every outhouse or 
water closet connected with or standing upon the

Section 2, That the president of each board of school Pri>n.ioi« c 
directors or controllers is required each year to certify ™' ^0^*11' 
in the regular form provided for that purpose, (hat the •» i*'^ 
requirements of this act have been fully carried out 
before the district can draw its annual appropriation 
from the State.

TO BOARDS OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND CONTROLLERS. 



The conditions existing in connpction with the public schools in 
the smaller towns, villages and rural districts in this State, are such 
as to have amply justified the passage of the laws, copies of which 
preface this circular. Their authors are entitled to the heartfelt 
thanks of every parent who has cliildren, and especially daughters, 
attending such schools. 

A shameless disregard' of the proprieties of life and the allowance 
of the vilest accumulations nf filth, coupled wilh iuconveniencf; aiMi 
rudeness of accommodations, characterize the coiivcQ\en<ieft ^tQV\6.'i&. 
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l>,v loo iiiiiiiy sihcKil boiird». The Sttitt Board of llenltb would be 
neglecting a duty of tbe most positive kind, did it fail to gire these 
laws the widest [lossible (.'irciilalion, und to aoe that they are placed 
in the haiid« ot all who are ofGcially respouBiblc for "the better iwo- 
tectlon of ihv health and mwals" of the future fathers, mothers 
.ind citiitotiB of the Commonwealth. 

A woid of explunalion may here be neceBsary a» to ihe meaning 
of the term "water flosets," as used in the act. It is not to be under- 
stood as referring only or especially to Ihe "water cloeet" technically 
60 called, in which the matters deposited are washed away by a 
Btream of water, retiuiring a uoraj)licated system of pipes and ma- 
chinery known under the general name of "plumbing," but simply 
as des^^ribing an outhouse, privy, necessary or other building, de- 
i>igDed for the relief of the calls of nature. 

It must not be supposed that in the opinion of this board school di- 
rectors and controllers are in any consiiderable degree more negli- 
gt-ut than their constituents in this matter. The condition of the 
banitary, or unsanitary, more strictly, arrangements for the schnot 
is simply too often a reproduction of those which exist at the home. 

The State Board of Health earnestly hopes that the compulsory 
introduction of more decent, healthful and convenient housea and 
appliances for (he i>erforinance of this most important function of 
daily life at the school, may be speedily reflected in a corresponding 
improTOment in the arrangements for the family. A well knowa^ 
ftanitarian and former member of the New York Board of Health, 
commenting on a similar condiition found in his own State, juBtlj 
says: 

"In addition to the well known dangers attending the neglected ac- 
cumulations in privy vaults, few things are more destructive to 
health and comfort fhaji dependence on one of these dreadful ont- 
huiUHngs. A visit to one of them involves an amount of expoanrp 
in cold weather which Rven strong men have reason to dread, bi 
Ihe ease of women, children and invaiide, what can he worse than a 
plunge out of doors in cold or stormy weather, usually without the' 
precaution of extra clothing or overshoes for a visit to the foil! 
Hhrine of cloacina? The neglect of regular aftention to the calls ot 
nature, which the dread of Ihis exposure inducos, tends to en<?ourage 
women and children in disi-egarding lliem as long as possible, until 
ihe evils inevitably attendant upon the habit of constiiHition, much- 
too prevalent in this country, are induced and confirmed. The head 
of a family who makes no better jvovision for the needs of his bonse- 
hold, neglects the most obvious of his sanitai^- duties." 

One custom which prevails in small towns and rural districts can- 
not be too strongly reprobated. It is this: A hole is dng in ihe 
ground, and a rough house placed over it for the purpose of which 
we are ytntia^. la process of liaie {his fills up. Instead of having 



it emptied and disiiifected, another hole is dug near by, the house is 
moved over it, a few boards are laid over the old one for aafetj, and 
a little earth is thrown on top. This process goes on year after year, 
time after time, until ths whole back yard is honeycombed with 
these pits full of the foulest fllth. la it any wonder that typhoid 
fever and diphtheria are diseases of villages, and show themselves 
in what should be the healthiest portions of our State, when soil and 
water, andi air are jrolliited in this wholesale and disgusting man- 
ner? The same material properly composted with lime, would fur- 
nish a fertilizer of groat value for certain standing crops, and thus 
be a source of profit insti?ad of a cause of disease and death. 

As the board understands the provisions of the first of these laws 
ihey are substantially the sitme as those contained in the circular of 
the board on School Hygiene, addressed to school directors andcoD' 
trollers. although the act was introduced entirely without consul- 
tation with the board, which is not aware of its autliorship. They 
may be summed up as follows: 

The jwivies should be absolutely distinct for each sex, "out of 
sight and out of mind," each from the other. There should be as 
little woodwork as possible about th<'m, and they should be well 
ventilated and welllig'hted. in 
conntry places, some form of 
the earth closet should be 
adopted in preference to the 
dangerous privy-vault. Dry 
Xtfiths should lead to the 
closets, so that in damp weath- 
er pupils need not wet their 
feet in visiting them. In 
towns, when the water closet 
is used it should be construct- 
ed in the best possible man- 
ner. The floors should be of 
Biate laid in cement or of as- 
phalt, iMJi'ause these absorb no 
moisture. The urinals should 
not be of metal or of stone. 
but of glazed ware, as this can 
be kept clean the most easily. 
Pan closets which were in gen- 
eral use for very many years 
are objectionable liecause the 
container, in which the pan 
revolves, forms a chamber 
which becomes foul and dang- 
crons. and unless the flitnres 





iiiid foniiwtions are iJiTfuit, nil persons, and espofiallj- c-liildren, are 
likel.v ti» IcavH iIr' rloeet without fcuBkieut water in the jbiu tu cx- 
plnde from the room tlu? iaipure air Hiid gases in this container. 
Hop|»tr cloHPta are (ibjectiiinable UecauBe it is almost impossible to 
keep the inside surface of the bopi»er clean. There ai-e many forms 
of closet which are e<iually (;t>od fw praetit-al purposes. Tlie bowl 
and its pedestal should bo of one piece of earthenware. The outlet 
should he so arranged that there will always he a shallow bodj- of 
water in tlie bottom of the bowl, and the flesh should have as few 
fistiires as possible, so as to avoid liability to derangement. Closets 
should never be boxed in, but should be left ojien so as to admit of 
fre* Bcrubbinf; ami clefiusing all arouud them nndemealb. It is 
better to place the closets outside tlie school building, rather than 
in the cellar, as in the latter there will always be some danger from 
foul gas, and they will needi constant watching. A closed way, how- 
over, for protection dunng cold, stormy and icy weather, is very de- 
sii-ahle. The dread of uxiKiNure to those dangers and discomforts, as 
well as a sense of delicacy, often leads girls to neglect their necessi- 
ties in tlds most important particular, thus leading to a long train 
(if disi-ases which disable them for life. 

Human excreta are iioisonons to human beings when again taken 
into the system; because, they often contain the germs of fatal dis- 
eases, like typhoid fever, cholera, andi dysentery, for which reasonfl 
1 are should always be taken to keep them away from all water sup- 
plies. 

While every portion of school iiremises should he daily inspected 
by the teacher and kept in a cleanly condition, sipecial attention 
t^liould be given to the urinals and water closets. These should be 
freijuently disinfected, and the aim should be to permit no odor to 
arise from these places. Green vitriol, a iKmnd to a pail of hot 
water, is an excellent deodorant and purifier for such pljices. 

The following instructions, for which sanitary science is indebted 
to Mr, James C. Bayles. M, E., a former member of the Board of 
Heallh of New York, will enable an ordinary carpenter to construct 
a movable earth closet, Figure II, which may be made use of in any 
well-ventilated apartment. That pictured in Figure 1, is the most 
convenient as a permanent fixture out of doors, or opening from 
tlie back of the house: 

"The body is a plain pine box. Its sides are not over fourteen, 
inches high; its depth is eighteen inches (measuring from front to 
back), and its length about thirty inches. It is dividt^d into two com- 
partments, one IPxlR inches, and the othr-r 18x12 inches. The larger 
of these compartments has no bottom; the smaller has a tight bot- 
tom. On top are two covers. Tlie lower cover, hinged to the upper 
edige of the back, extends all the way acroRS both compartments. 
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111 tliis is LUt iliL' in'iii. over the center of the larger compartment. 
The upi>er rovep is hinged to the lower one, ami may be raised in- 
dependently. It is made the size of the larger compartment only, 
botb covers having a tittle overliang to facilitate lifting them. The 
mateiial iu, anil work on, such a box will cost anywhere from |2.00 
to fS.OO, according to the amount of finish put on it by the carpenter. 
'"The rt'ceivinfr vessel is n galvanized iron coal hod. as large as will 
Etand in i li.' hn u-i- . uiii],;ii i ninit with the covers down. The smaller

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compartment la tilled with dry earth, ashea, peat-dust, or whatever 
else ts used as deotkirizer. and little haud-»hovel, or scoop, is laid 
In. The closet is then ready for use, which should be preceded by 
throwing into the coal hod as much of the dry matter as is needed 
to cover Us bottom an inch de(?p. When ufsed, the upper cover is 
raised, exposing the seat. After use the lower cover is also raised, 
uncovering both compartments. A small quantity of the dry mA.- 
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terial is llien taken in the scoop and eprinkled over the contents of 
the hod>. A quart is usually more than suflicient. This operation is 
repeated whenever the closet is used, until the hod is full, when, of 
conrae, it must be emptied. Its contents will turn out as a solid 
mass, inoffensive to eight and smell. Even the most fastidious per- 
son, with fitrengih enough to oaiTy the full hod out of doors, would 
make no objection to emptying it. Occasionally, it is well to air and 
sun the hod after emptying. No other cleansing is required. It is 
better not to use an earth-closet as a urinal, but ho much of such use 
lis is incidental to its employment as a stool, in no respect interferes 
with its satisfactory workings. Slops should on no account be 
poured into it. 

"The best of the materi-nls for use in an earth-clost which can be 
had without expnnse or trouble, is the fine siftings of anthracite coal 
ashes. Ashes from bitumimius coal or from wood are not adapted 
to the purpose. Dry, loamy earth, or leaf-mold, will answer very 
well but it is troublesome to dry and store it It cannot be had dry 
enough out of doors, even in midsummer. Sand is useless. 

Discreetly and decently used, an earth-closet gives very little 
trouble. If ashes are thrown in after use, it will not require any at' 
tention until the receiving vessfl is full. The object of leaving the 
larger compartment bottomless, is to facilitate cleaning. More or 
less ashes will be spilled around the hod, and this should be swept 
out frequently. By raising one end of the box, the lloor under it can 
be swept cleaner than the bottom of a box could be without turn- 
ing it over. 

Such an earth closet can be placed and used anywhere indoors. No 
doubt it could be made a nuisance, especially if boys were permitted 
to saturate the wood with urine, if a person using it should forget to 
use ashes, or if the hod were left to become overful and matter in- 
tended to be held in it should roll off on the floor. It needs atten- 
tion like every other good thing, but, given as much care as would 
be bestowed upon any other arficle of furniture, it meets all the re- 
quirements of a safe and convenient indoor commode." 

The State Board of Health desires to call the especial attention 
of school boards to the facts that failure to comply with the require- 
)neiits of Section 1 of the act of 1893, will make them liable to re- 
moval from office and that by the provisions of Section 2 of the act 
of 1895, they cannot draw their annual apivropriation from the State 
until their president has certified that the requirements of Section 
1 for the thorough disinfection and cleaning of the outhouses con- 
nected with their several schools have been fully complied with.

Addressed to 
the Trustees and Managers of Piiblk InstituiouB, and to Boards 
of Health. 

The Disposal of the Sewage of Ptiblk' Edifices. 



The State Board of Health nf Penns,vlvania desires to call the at- 
tention of the trustees, managers, superintendents and overseers 
of all State and county ins'tiluiona to the importance of avoiding the 
pollution of water courses bv the drainage of their buildings. With 
the rapidly increasing density of population whieh distinguishes 
this Commonwealth, the question of the disposal of sewage in niral 
distrii^ts and small towns becomeB every year more serious. Espe- 
cially it is so with regard to public institutions, where large nnm- 
liers of individuals are crowded into comparatively small areas. Such 
establishments often contain within their walls a population twice 
as large as that of an ordinary village. Bnt instead of dnsposing 
of their filth in smnll deposits over a large area, they are enabled by 
the modern appliances of plumbing to poiir it in a concentrated form 
into the nearest stream. So far as Ihe health of their own inmates 
is concerned this is often fnot always as recent investigations of this 
Board Irave shown) the best plan. But so far as the health of .thost- 
who live further down the streams and of (he domestic animals 
which pasture along their borders is concerned, it is the very worst 
plan, and one which civilized commnuities will not much longer 
tolerate. 

The whole theory of modem sanitation is fonndedi on the belief 
that man is his brother's keeper: and the whole theory of .\merican 
freedom is based on the idea that the inherent rights of one man or 
community to the enjoyment of "life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness" are to be bo exercised that they shall interfere with the en 
joyment of the same inalienable rights by no other man or com 
munity. It needs no argument to prove that the wholesale poison- 
ing of a stream in a populous region does so interfere with the en 
joyment of those nghts by all who live on its tmnks, or through 
whose property it passes below the point of contamination. Hence 
the pollution of streams has become one of the most urgent proWemB 
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with whicli tha s'arutariau lias to deal. In Great Britain it lias led 
to the eBtablishmeDt of the "KiverB' ConservanL-y Comniiasion," 
which has now l>een in, existenije (or many yeai-s, and has ejjent thou 
sands of pounds in its investigations. It must be remembered that 
what are there called rivers, wouldi by an often be called runs, brooks 
or cn?eks. There are, it is true, few general statutes in this Com- 
monwealth bearing on the subject; but it must be borne in mind 
that, in the language of Judge Thayer, of Philadelphia, in the case 
of the Com nuiu wealth vs. Soulas et al,, November 23, 1884, "It i8 a 
very old and well settled law that to pollute a public stream is to 
'■maintain a common nuisance. It is not only a public injury, but it 
"is a crime, a crime for which those who perpetrate it are answerable 
"in a tribunal of criminal jarisdiction." 

The length of time during which such material has been deiMJsited 
in any one locality, so far from constituting an excuse, only adds to 
the gravity of the offence. The longer the pollution of the soil or 
of the banks and bed of a water course has been going on. the more 
complete will be their saturation with organic filth, and the greater 
the dangfT. "No length of time (says Judige Thayer in the opinion 
above alluded to) can justify a public nuisance. • • • • • 
Public rights are not destroyed bj private encroaehments, no matter 
how long they have endured. Nor is it any defence that the river is 
also polluted from other aonrcea. • • • • • Xo mau can ex- 
cuse himself for violating the law upon the ground that others violate 
it. " " • ' " It is no defence to eay that the premises are in 
Ihe same condition, and the drainage conducted in the same manner 
as when (he defendnnts obtained possession, and i)egan their occn- 
pancy. The law is perfectly well settled that no man can prescribe 
for a public nuisan'ce or defend himself by showing that others have 
violated the law before him." 

In the eyes of the law a public institution, no matter how large, 
stands of course on the same footing as a private individual. 

The decision given eo die (that is without taking much time to ad- 
vise or consult, showing that the case was a perfectly clear one to the 
court) in the case of Albertson vs. The City of Thiladelphia et al,, in 
the court of common pleas, July 15, 1882, established a precedent 
which no judge will be likely to set aside. In this instance the city 
<if Philadelphia audi William Baldwin, commissioner of highways, 
had contracted to build (under alleged authorit,v of an ordinance of 
March 7, 1882), and were building a sewer, which was intended to 
drain into a small stream running through Albertson's lot, and finally 
emptying into the Schuylkill river. Previously to this time, only 
pure water had passed thi-ough the stream. The proposed sewer 
would have discharged into it fecal and other filthy material from 
many dwelling houses, the stables pf ^ rpilpnai) company, a hospital 
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•lud un institution of learning. The city was enjoined from using or 
Ijermittiiig the said sewer to be used for any purpose other than 
surface drainage. 

It is evident that, if a city, which possesses the right of eminent 
domain and is, by the tenns of its charter, especially authorized to 
construct sewers, can be enjoined from discharging its filth into a 
Bmall stream running through private property, much more can a 
hotel, school, hospital or jail. 

This matter is forcing itself upon the attention of borough au- 
ihorities. hotel proprietors, mill owners and other employers of large 
bodies of oixTatives throughout the entire Commonwealth. 

The Stiite Board of Health is especially diesirous that all State 
I'stablii^hmonlK, buch as asylums, hospitals, colleges and schools, 
and all county institiilions, such as jails and almshouses, which de 
live a portion, "if nol all of their stipiioit from the public funds, and 
which are generally looked upon as models by the communities in 
;he midst of whith they are placed, should set the example to mu. 
uicipalilies and private individuals of making proper provisions for 
the purification of their sewage before it is permitted to enter any 
stream. The Itoard, therefore, earnestly represents to the trustees or 
other responsible heads of all such institutions the seriousness of 
this growing evil, urging that no time be lost in remedjing any of- 
fensive and dangerous conditions which may be found to exist. 

Numerous plans have been suggested for rendering sewage in- 
ofl'ensive and inoccuows. These include imgation both on and under 
the surface, filtration, precipitation, oxidation and disinfection. 
One system will be better suited for one location, quite a diiferent 
one for another, 

It is not the province of this Board to indicate, save in the most 
general wiij. what means should he adopted in any particular in- 
i^tance to attain the desired end. (,'ompetent, and thoroughly edu- 
i-ated i»aiiitary engineers are row to be found in every large city, 
whose ad\ice should be sought. It would be well, however, to sub- 
mit any proposed plans to the Hoard before they are finally adopted.

Anthorizing the Boards of Health in cities of the &i-st class to rega- 
late house drainage, the registration of master plumbers and the 
construction of cesspools. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Kepresenta- 
livea of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met. and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That from 
and after the parage of this act the boards of health in cities of 
the first class shall be and they are hereby authorized and directed 
tiy adopt and promulgate suitable rules and regulations for the con- 
iiirncfion o( house drainage and cesspools, and to provide for the 
registration of master plumbers and persons engaged in the plumb- 
ing business in said cities; Provided, That no cesspool shall be per- 
mitted to drain into a sewer. And provid^-d further. That nothing 
in this act shall be construed to apply to cesspools in existence at the 
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present time, or their conneelions with or draiiiagf into any sewer. 
Section 2. TIh-j ehull also establish a B>sti-ui of insitectioQ and 
supervision over all liouBe drainage and cesspools and ventilation 
of the same, and appoint surh iusiiectois as in their judgment may be 
necessary, at such compensation as may be approved by the conncila 
of said cities. 

Section 3. Any person who shall refuse or neglect to comply with 
[he requiremeulB of said rules and regulations when promulgated, 
shall be guilly of a misdemeanor nnd- on convicfion be sentenced to 
, pay a fine of not more than one hundred (?1(I0) dollars, or undergo 

fan imprisoumynt not exceeding one year, or both in the discretion 
of the court.

AN ACT 

Relating to and regulating the business of plumhiug 
and house drainage in citii^s of tho second class. 

Scclion 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
' of Kepresentativi-s of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia in General .Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same. That from and after the 
passage of this act it shall not bo lawful for any fli-m, 
corporation, nmster plumber or journejTiian jilumber 
to carry on the business of plumbing or house drainage 
in cities of the second class ot this Commonwealth, 
until a license ov permit therefor shall have been 
granted by tho director of the diepartment of publiv 
safety of such cities. 

Section 2. All firms, corporations, master plumbers 
fir journeymen plumbers engaged or engaging in the 
business or work of pUimbiug and house drainage in 
said cities shall apply, in writing, to the said directtw 
of thf> de]iartraenl of public safety for such license or 
permit, and if, after proper examination made by the 
bureau of health of said cities, (he Criu, corjioratJon, 
master plumber or journeyman plumlier so applying 
shall be found competent, the same shall be certiflod to 
the director of said department who shall thereupon. 
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issue a t-ertifieate to auch lirni, corporation, maBter 
plumber or jonrnejman plumber wliirh shall entitle 
him or tlitm to carry on saidi buainesa or work at the 
same time. A register of all such applicants and the 
certifleatea iaeued aball be kept in aajd departmeut, 
which said regisli-r shall be open to the inspection of 
all persons interested therein. The director of the de- 
jiartment of public safety is hereby authorized to ap 
point a board of examiners to consist of Ihe auperin- 
tendent of the bureau of health, one plumbing in- 
spector andi a competent plumber, who shall examine 
all applicants for license under the provisions of this 
act. The said board aliall make all reaaonable rulea. 
re(;ulfltions aud examina.tions which ahall be approved 
by the saidi director of the department of public safety. 
An examiuation of any one member of a firm, or the 
proper olTicer of said corporation, shall be deemed suf- 
ficient. Said firm, corporation or master plumber en- 
gaffed or engaging in the bnainess or work ot pUimb- 
ing or house drainage shall pay for each esamination 
the sum of fire dollars, and each journeyman shall pay 
the sum of fifty cents, which siims shall be paid into 
the city treasury for the use of said cities. The proper 
officers of said cities are hereby authorized to pay the 
plnmber acting on said board the aum ot five dollars 
per day for each day or session actually employed^, out 
of the funds in the ti-easury of said cities not other- 
wise appropriated. The license granted under the pro- 
visions of this act may be revoked by the director of 
the department of public safety when any firm, cor- 
IHiration, master plumber or journeyman plumber shall 
be deemed incompetent, or for any other reasoQable 
causf, but said firm, corporation, master plumber or 
journeyman plumber shall be entitled to an additional 
examination upon Ihe payment of the fee provided in 
this act. 

Section 3. Any firm, corpoi-atioii, master plumber or 
journeyman plumber violating the provisions of this 
act, or any of them, shall be liable to a fine of not less 
than ten dollars, nor exceeding fifty dollars, for each 
and every day he or they shall engage In and conduct 
said business without having said c?rtificate. Such 
fine shall be recoverable before any alderman or police 
magistrate in said cities by summary proceedings, and 
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Bliall be sued for Iq the Dame of sucli cities, and when 
coUccled shall bt.' paid into the treasury thereof. 

Section 4. .\ll acts or parts of acts laconsistent 
herewith or supplied hereby are hereby repealed.

Authorizing the Boards of Health in cities and bor- 
oughs of this Coramou wealth to regulate house 
drainage, the registration of journeymen and master 
plumbers, and the coustruction of cesspools. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania in General Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, That from and 
after the passage of this act, the boards of health in 
cities and boroughs of this Commonwealth shall be and 
they are hereby authorized and directed to adopt and 
promulgate suitable rules and regulations for the eon- 
Btruction of bouse drainage and cesspools, and to pro- 
vide for the i-egi&tration of journeymen and master 
plumbers, and persons engaged in the plumbing busi- 
ness in cities and borouglis: Provided, That (he provi 
sions of this act shall not apply to boroughs having no 
system of water supply or system of sewerage. 

Section 2. Any person who shall refuse or neglect 
to comply with the requirements of said rules and regu- 
lations when promulgated, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on couviction be sentenced to pay a fine of 
not more than one hundred (|100) dollars, or undergo 
an imprisonment not exceeding one year, or both, in 
the discretion of the court: Provided!, That the pro- 
>ns of this act shall not be construed to repeal the 
provisiotiB of an act, entitled "An act authorizing the 
boards of health in cities of the first class to regulate 
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house drainage, the registration of master plumbers 
and the construction of cesspools," approved the thir- 
tieth day of June, Anno Domini one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-five.

liEGULATIONS OF THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH WITH 
REGARD TO DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE; EXTRACTED 
FROM REGULxVTION VI. "FOR THE BETTER PRESERVA- 
TION OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH." 



1. No privy -vault, cesspool, or reservoir into which a privy, water 
closet, cesspool, stable or sink is drained unless it is water tight, 
shall be constructed, dug or permitted to remain within one hun- 
dred and fifty feet of any well, spring, or other source of water used 
for drinking or culinary purposes; unless the surface of such vault, 
cesspool or reservoir, is at a lower level than the bottom of such well. 
Earth privies and water closets, with no vault, pit or depression be- 
Jow the surface of the ground, shall be excepted from this regulation, 
but suflSciently dry earth or coal ashes must be used daily to absorb 
all the fluid part of the deposit. 

2. All sewer drains shall be water tight. 

3. No sewer drain shall empty into any lake, pond, dam, reservoir, 
or other collection of water used for drinking purposes, or into any 
standing water. 

4. All pipes connecting a water closet with a soil-pipe shall be 
trapped, each separately. All waste pipes shall be trapped, each 
separately, and close to the connections, with bath, sink, bowl or 
other fixtui»es, unless adequate provision is made for downward 
ventilation through said water pipes, in which case one trap may 
serve for several fixtures. 

5. All soil pipes shall be carried at their full size through the roof 
and left open. A provision shall also be made for admitting air 
to the house drain side of the main trap, if such trap exists. 

6. The joints in vitrified pipes shall be carefully cemented under 
and around the pipe, and the joints in cast iron pipes shall be run 
and calked with lead. 

7. All changes in direction shall be made with curved pipes. All 
joints and pipes shall be made air tight.

Rules and Regutations. 

For the registration of maater plumbera, and persons 
engaged; in the plumbing business, and relating to 
plans aud spycificatioua for bouse drainage and 
■the ventilation thereof, in the city of Philadelphia, 
under the powers vested in the board of health, by 
the act of Assembly, June 30, 1885. 

Rule 1. Every person engaged in the plumbing basi- 
nesB in the city of Philadelphia as a master plumber 
and every |ierson coming from other places for the pur- 
pose of doing plumbing work in the city of Philadel- 
phia as a master plumber, shall appear in person at the 
oflice of the board of health and register his name and 
business address uiwn forms prescribed! by tho board 
of health, and receive a certilicate of resistry, upon 
presenting Katisfaetory proof that be is a bona fide 
master plumber; and no person other than a registered 
plumber shall be allowed to carry on or engage in the 
plumbing business, or make any connection with any 
sewer, drain soil, or waste pipe, or any pipe coanecttd 
therewith. 

Rule 2. Every registered plumber shall give imme' 
diate notice of any change in his place of busiitess, 
and upon his retirement from business shall surrender 
his certificate of registry to the board of health. 

Rule 3. The drainage of all buildings, public or 
private, and the alterations of the same, shall be exe- 
cuted in accordance with plans and specifications pre- 
viously approved in writing by the board of health. 

Rule 4. There shall be a separate plan for each 
building, public or private, accompanied by sjKicitica- 
tiona describing the drainage of said buildings on 
blanks, prescribed and furnished for this purpose, 
showing the size and kind of pipes, the traps, closets 
and fixtures, etc., to he used, the same to be placed on 
file in the office of the board of health. Said drawings 
and description to be furnished by the owner, or his 
authorized agent, and prepared by the architect or 
builder, where one is employed; and application for a 
change in plan must be made in writing by the owner. 
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Kuie u. Diuwings and descriptions of the drainage i 
of buildings erected prior to 1B8C, may be placed on file [ 
in the oWce of tlie board of health. 

Itule 6. Blanks fur drawings and specificationa for , 
drniungv will be furnished on application at the ofDce ' 
of tile board of health. One vertical drawing will be 
sufficient for a building where it can be made to show 
all the work; if the work ib intricate and cannot br 
shown b,v one drawing tvo or more shall be made. 

Hule 7. V\'hen the drainage of buildings erected { 
prior to 18S0 has been inspected and conitemned, plana ' 
must be filed, and the new work or alterations shall be 
executed in accordance with these rules and regula- 
tions. 

Rule 8. Plans will be approved or rejected within ' 
twenty-four (24) hours wheu practicable, and under no 
circumstances will a delay beyond ten (10) days he per 
mi t ted. 

Itule y. All material shall be of good quality and < 
free from defects, and the work must be executed in a ' 
thorough and workmanlike manner. 

Rule 1(1. The miun drain of every house or building i 
flball be separately and independently connected with 
tin* slreot sewer, where one is provided; and where 
there is no sewer in the sfi-eet, and it is necessary to 
construct a private sewer to connect with one on an 
adjacent street, such plans may be used as may be ap- 
proved by the board of health; but in no case shall a 
joint drain be laid in cellars parallel with street or al- 
ley. All house drains laid beneath the ground inside s 
of buildings or beneath the cellar floor, shall be of 
plain, extra heavy cast iron pipe, with well leaded and 
calked joints, or of wrought iron with screw joints 
made with a paste of red lead and treated to prevent 
corrosion. 

All other drains or soil pipes connected with the 
main drain, or where the Uiain drain pipe is above the 
cellar floor, shall be of plain cast iron pipe, or of 
wrought iron pipe with screw joints made with a paste 
of red lead and treated (o prevent corrosion. 

Outside of buildings, where the soil is of sufficient ■■ 
solidity for a proper foundation, cylindrical terra cotta 
pipes, of the be.«t quality, free from flaws, splits, or 
cracks, perfectly burned, and well glazed over the en- 
tire inner and outer surfaces may be need, laid on a 
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smooth bottom, with a Hpecial groo\e cut in the bot- 
tom of trt-m'h for each bub tin ordiei 'o give the pipe n 
solid bearing on its entire length) and the soil well 
i-ammod ou eatli sidt of the pii>e- The spigot aad 
hub ends shall be i-oncentric. 

The s[)ace between the hub and pipe sliall be tUor- 
oughly filled \vith the beat cement mortar, made of 
equal parts of the host American natural cement and 
bar Band thoroughly mixed dry, and water enough 
afterwards added to give it proper eonaiatence. The 
cement must be mixed in small quantities at a time, 
■ nnd uaedi aa soon aa made. The jointa must carefully 
wiped and pointed, and all mortar that may be left 
inside thoroughly cleaned out and the pipe left clean 
and smooth throughout, for which purpose a swab 
ehiill be used. 

No temi>ered-up cement shall be used. A straight- 
edge shall he naed, and the dilTerent aectiona shall be 
laid in i)erfect linp on the bottom andi sidea; but in no 
case shall terra- eotta pipes be permitted within Jive 
(5) ttvi of any foundation wall, or for extensions to 
eonucet with rain water conductors, surface or air in- 
lets. 

Note. — After the test has been approved by the in- 
spector, iron di'ain or soil-pipes may be tarcoated. 
But in ao case aliall any coating be applied to cast iron 
soil or drain pipes until test has been applieil and ap- 
proved by the inspector. 
( Rule 11. The house drain shall not be leas than 
four (4) inches, nor more than ten (10) inches in di- 
ameter, and the fall shall not be less than one-half (i) 
an inch to the foot, unleas by special permission of the 
board of hi-alth; it shall be laid in a trench cut at a 
uniform grade, or it may be constructed along the 
foundation walla above the cellar floor, resting on 
nine (9) inch brick pier laid in cement mortar (said 
piers to be not more than seven (7) feet apart), and se 
cutely fastened to said walls; no test shall be made by 
the inspector until said pipes are secured as above de- 
scribed.

Role 16. Every vertical soil-pipe shall extend at ^^" 
least two 12) feet above the highest part of the build- """' 
ing or contiguons property, and shall he of undimin- 
ished size, with the ontlet uncovered except with a 
wire-ground. Such soil pipe shall not open near a 
window nor an air-shaft ventilating living rooms. 

Rule 17. Every branch or horizontal line of soil-pipe b4"r 
to which a gronp of two 12) or more water closets is to *""' 
be eonnected. and every bran^-h line of horizontal soil- 
pipe eight (S) feet or more in length, to which a water 
closet is to be connected, shall t>e ventilated, either 
by extending said soil pipe, un diminished in size, to 
at least two (2) feet above the highc't part of the build- 
ing or contignooB property, or by extending said soil- 
pipe and connecting it with the main soil pipe above 
the highest fixture, or by a ventilating pipe connected 
to the crown of each water closet trap, not less than

But in no case shall a waate- 
pipe connect with a rain water conductor. 

Kule 19. There shall be no traps, caps, or cowls on 
soil and wnstepipes, which will interfere with the syft- 
tem of ventilation. 

Rule 20, All soil, waste, anli-syphon pipes, and 
traps, inside of new buildings, and of the new work 
in old buildings, and also of the entii-e system when 
alterations an? made in old buildings, and the owner 
or agent of said building or bnildinp:B shall have con-' 
tracted (o have the entire drainage system tested — 
shall have openings slopped, and a test of no less than 
three (3) pounds atmospheric pressure to the square 
inch applied. 

Rule 21. The drain, soil, and waste-piijes, and the 
traps shall, if practicable, be exposed to view for ready 
inspection at all times, and for convenience in repair- 
ing. When placed within walla or i>artitions and not 
exposed to view, or not coveredi with woodwork fasten- 
ed with screws so as to be readily removed, or when 
not easily accessible, extra heav_v pipes shall be used 
at the discrelion of the board of health. 

Kule 22. No drainage work shall be covered or con- 
cealed in any way until after it has been examined 
and approved by a house-drainage inspector, and no- 
tice must be sent to the hoard of health, in writing, 
when the work is suflieiently advanced for such in- 
spectiqn; and immediately on the completion of the 
work, application must be made for final inspection. 
The failure on the part of a master plumtier to make 
said application for final insjiection or the violation 
of any of the rules of the board of health in the con- 
striiclion of any drainage work, and failure to correct 
the fnuft after notiflcation, will be deemed sufficient 
? to place his name on the delinquent list, until he 
has complied with said rules and regulations. Any at- 
tempt on the part of a master plumber to construct or 
niter a system of drainage during the time his name ap- 
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peitrs on said dieliiiqiiont list, will Hubject liim to crim- 
inal pro3G<utioii.

FORM SETTING FORTH THE DUTIES OF COUNTY MEDICAL 

INSPECTORS. 



Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 

State Board of Health. 

Duties of County Medical Inspectors. 

The duties of county medical inspectors are principally supervisory 
and are as follows: 

First. To keep himself informed, in a general way of the sanitary 
condition of his county, of the towns and villages within its borders, 
and of its public streams and» other waters, making report of the 
feame at least annually to the Secretary of the State Board of Health. 

Secondly. To notify the Secretary of any instances in which bor- 
oughs have failed to comply with the law establishing boards of 
health in boroughs, and also of any instances in which local boards 
of health, either by their own negligence or through neglect of their 
councils to furnish them with the necessarv means, habituallv fail 
in the performance of their duties. 

Thirdly. To notify the Secretary immediately, by post or by wire. 
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as the fiiTuuistancfs may in liia judgment Beem to demand, of the 
(jutbix'ak of any epidemics of communicable disenees, and of the oc- 
eurrence of any case of Hmall-pox or diphtheria, which may come 
undierhis observatioii or be lejiorled to him. 

Fourthly. On receiving instruetions from the Seeietarj- to make 
inspections, either of conditions complained of as nuisances or of 
the prevalence of contagious disease, and to reiwrt at once the re- 
sult of Buch inspections, together with suggestions as to the steps 
necessary to be taken to abate tlie nuisance or to prevent the spread 
of the disease. 

Fifthly. In cases of contagious disease, to order quarantine and 
disinfection in the name of the State Board of llealtli, in all placei 
having no board of health of their own. In places where a board of 
health exists, he shall act in conjunction with the local board of 
health In taking any such measures, and in places where there is a 
deputy inspector, with sucli inspector. 

Sixthly. In all cases In which eonipliance with such orders would 
entail expense, to confer with the county commissioners and the di- 
rectors of the poor, in order that these authorities may assume, eacli 
their own appropriate share of said expense, which can, under no cir- 
cumstances be borne by the State Board of Health, unless the epi- 
demic or catastrophe is of such proportions as to entitle it to con- 
Kideration by the Board, consisting of the Governor, and other State 
oflicials, which has the emergency fund in its keeping. 

Quarantine and disinfecting expenses should be assumed by the 
county commissioners, and expenses for furnishing nursing and 
medical care, and provisions, when necessary iu consequence of the 
Impoverished circuni stances of the sufTerers, should be borne by the 
poor directors, 

Seventhly. To take an active interest in all legislation proposed 
by the State Board of Health, or others, tor sanitary reform and or- 
ganization throughout the State, and to use his influence with his rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature for the passage of such measures.

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f CIRCULAR LETTER PROTESTING AGAINST REPEALING VAC- 
CINATION LAW.

Understanding that certain wollnieaning but misinformed perBons 
I have introduced a bill in the Ijenislature providing for the repeal of 
k that section of Ibe act of June IS, ISOfi, entitled "An act to provide 
I for the more efCectiial protection of lUe pubiic health in the several 
[ municipalities of this Commonwealth," whi'.'h requires persons in 
t eharge of scbotils to refuse admission to any child except upon a 
I physician's certificate of successful vacciuation or of having previ- 
\ ously hud smallpox, the Stale Hoard of Health desires to put you 
L In poasession of certain facts which it trusts will convince you that 
L this attempt is not in the interest of the public welfare and shuuid 
rnot receive your support or vote. 

The following is the embodiment of the experience and views ot 
\ the medical faculty and of sanitariaus in reference to this subject. 

First, Successful vaccination with genuine virus does, without 

I the slighest question, exert a protective power against smiiii-pox. 

Second. After a successful vaccinalion there is a period of some 

mouths or even years in which its protective influence has been 

proven to be greater than that of a previous attack of small-pox tt- 

f-elf would be. 

Third. Following the period of well-nigh perfect immunity there 
may be a very siow and gradual diniunition of the protective intln 
ence which renders subsequent re-vaccinalion advisable. 

Fourth. This period of partial protection in the vast majority of 
persons, last throughout life. 

Fifth. Small-pox, if it occnrs in vaccinated persons, takes the 

form of '"Varioloid," the attack being less severe, tar less dangerous 

[ and of much shorter duration than the disease in unvaccinatedi per- 

iBons. The mortality among those who have taken smallpox a 

I siiLond time, is five times as great as that from varioloid. 

Sixth. Every epidemic of small-pox shows that vaccination not 
Idnly vastly diminishes the number of cases, but also greatly lowers 
[the mortality among those actually attacked by the disease. 

Seventh. Since the introduction of bovine vims produced from the 
■ heifer, under the supervision of boards of health, the risk of the 
rlntrodnction of specific diseases into the human system by vaocina- 
I Hon, always infinitesimal, has been entirely obviatedi. 
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Eighth. The exccplioiial ucL-iirrencc of an uiiuanally sore arm, 
caused by vaccination simply argues Ihe iieceHsity for care in the 
propagation and selection of viru», and for cleaDlinese during and 
(-Eire after the operatiouj but furuUties not the slightest reason 
against the universal employment of vaccinatiou as a precaution 
against the far greater perils of small-pox. 

It will be time well spent to consider, for a moment, what those 
perils were before the introductiou of vaccination. 

Il is an accepted fact that for several hundred years previous to 
Dr. Jenner's happy discovery oue-sixth of all the people in Europe 
died of siuall-pox. If we estimate, as there is good ground for do- 
ing, that one-fourth of those attacked died, taking mild and severe 
epidemics together, we shall arrive at the conclusion that two-thirds 
of the entire population wtre attacked by it. We are told by Lady 
Mary Wortley Montague that every third person, met upon the streets 
nt London, was more or less disfigured by its ravages. An old song 
which has reached us from those days says, "From small-pox and 
hive few men remain free." One can scarcely pick up a romance 
written in the century before the last without finding this dreaded 
disease figuring in its pages as an every day occurrence. To-day, as 
we know, a city of a millio'n inhabitants, as for instance, Philadel- 
phia, may go for a year or several years even, without a death from 
this cause, and a pock-mai'ked person is rarely met on our streets. 
This result has been achieved by infant vaccination. But long in- 
tervals of immunity bring carelessness in this regard, and when the 
disease occasionally finds a foot-hold, it still discovers ample ma- 
terial to feed upon in the persons of the unprotected, as in Philadel- 
phia and other cities of this State in the years 1871 and 1872, in the 
city of Keading during the year 1S93 and ISlll, and in many cities and 
villages of the State during the past two years. Thousands of lives 
and millions of dollars were the price paid by Philadelphia for neg- 
lect of this precaution. 

During the epidemic which is now drawing to a close in this State, 
at least one thousand five hundred persons were attacked. The di- 
rect expense to the State in enforcing quarantine, and in making 
reparation for goods and effects destroyed in the rural districts was 
¥11,637.8S. Cities and towns probably spent ten times this amount. 
What the loss to the State has been from interruption of travel and 
traffic is dnlticnlt to estimate. The operation of several coal mines 
was seriously interrupted. All this loss might have been averted 
had the entire population been vaccinated. Scarcely any known dis- 
ease atTecting the general system shows so low a rate of mortality 
as varioloid. On the other hand, the careful in^-estigationa of Dr. 
Wm. M. Welch, physician to the Municipal Hospital of Philadelphia, 
prove that at the present day, erjualizing the results of mild and 
malignant epid^^mics, more thou one-halt of those attacked by true 
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smallpox die. This demoDBtratcB clearly that the disease has lost J 
none of its old time virulerice, although it is true now, as it was two 
hniiilred jears ago, that in some epidemics a niiidt^r type of infection 
prevails. The verdict of the health oftlcer of Reading, in favor of 
the protective value of vaccination, is most anraisfakable aud con- 
clusive. Not a single infitiinrc occurred during the epidi-uiic referred 
to according to his statement to this Boardi, in which an individual 
vaccinated under the direction of Ihe local board of health, and u«t 
already infected wiih Bmall pox. developed the disease. 

If you had the good fonune to be present on the occasion of the J 
delivery of the annual address before the State Boardi of Health in 
the Hall of the House of Representatives, on the evening of February 
fi. by Major George G. Groff, U. S. V,, you will recall his statement 
(hat when the United Slates ,'irmy first reached Porto Rico, small- 
pox was virtually epidemic throughout the entire island, causing 
many death.s, yet. when he left Ihe isK^nd at Ihe end of his two years' 
service, having succeeded in vaccinating the entire population of 
eighty thousand souls, not a single case of the disease w 
exist. Certainly no deuionstralion could be more complete thoj 
this. 

We I'espeetfuUy beg you to give this ifuportant question the carefol 
consideration which it deserves and to use your influence to defei 
a movement which may. if successful, be attended with such dift-] 
aslroUH ami (li.pdly consequences.

CIRCULAR LETTER FROM EX-MEMBERS FAVORING PRO- 
POSED LEGISLATION. 



^F March 8, 1901. 

Hon 

House of Representatives, Harrisburg. Pa.: 
Dear Sir: 

We who have signed this letter are ex-memhers of the State Board 
of Health, having served in thai capacity for periods ranging from 
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two to iLirlpen years. It will be uonceded, we think, that our iuter- 
eet in tLe sauitai-)- affiiii-s of uur Cuuiiimnweallli is not of tliat aemi- 
[lersonal character which usually and properly characterizes those 
at^toally employed in the State's sanitary work. It is simply that 
coocern wliich ought to be felt by any citizen who has possessed our 
opportunities for observing the sanitary conildtions and needs of our 
pt'ople and State. It has occnrred to us that, as private citizens hav- 
ing the public welfare at heart, we ought to lay before the members 
of the State Lepislature our imprcsmiuns and observations of the 
subject, wilh a view to aiding in the solution of the sanitary prob- 
lems likely to be presented during the session. 

The duties assigned to the State Hoard of Health and vital sta- 
tistics, by the act providing for the establishnieut of euch board (ap- 
proved June 3, 18S5), and as set forth in sections a, 6, 7, 8 and 9, of 
said act, are of the most \-ital importance, not only to the health, but 
also to the material interest of our people. Some of these duties are 
of a character to demand ability and discretion of the highest order, 
lest iujudicions adminietration of sanitary authority should un- 
Avisely antagonize important business interests, or be needlessly op- 
pre&8ii-<? to our citizens. It is to the credit of the Board that thus 
far, no complaints of indecreet exercise of its functions have been 
lodged against it and that it has therefore rarely been engaged in 
liiigation. Its official duties have been performed with conscienti- 
one lidelity and wise conservatism, and with far more eiBciency 
and success than would have been thought possible with the imper- 
fect legislation and limited pecuniary means at its command. It 
has been asserted, by some of those familiar with their work and its 
results, that for every dollar the State Hoard of Health has cost the 
Slate, it has saved to her people hundreds. 

There are several directions in which the work of the Board of 
Ili-altb ought to he extended. The act of June 2, 1885. evidently in- 
inidedi to make it a special duly of the Board to provide for the col- 
lection, registration and study of the vital statistics of the Common- 
wealth Isections 5 and 7), It has, however, been utterly impossible 
for the Board, during the fifteen years of its existence, to do more 
than make an almost contemptibly insignificant beginning upon this 
portion of its assigned work. Nearly all of its appropriated funds 
have been demanded in the imperative task of preventing the spread 
of contagious diseases and in suppressing dangerous nuisances. 
Meantime, throughout vast portions of the State, births are very im- 
perfectly recorded, and our citizens are dying and being interred with- 
out the slightest formal and profjerly authenticated record of the 
fact for the information of the legal authorities, or for the use of 
those interested in the family history and estate of the dieceased. 
The administration of the intestate law and the proving of pensioi 
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flaims, have been frequently liatnpei-ed and thwarted, and in all 
probability, capital crimes have been concealed) all because of the 
lack of legislative and tinancinl means for carrjing into effect the 
provisions of the law we have cited. 

The protection of our public .water supplies is another crjing need 
of the State. Whatever the dilTcrences of opinion there may be as 
to the wisest methods for their protection, there can be no (juestion 
that the Board should be empowered and required to investigate, at 
stated intervals, all the waters of the State, and be ready to furnish 
information thereon to the Executive and Ijegislatire Departments 
of the government, and to the citizens most vitally iutercatod. The 
legislative and pecuniary ability to prevent those forma of public 
water contamination which are altogether needless and therefore 
are criminal, should Ite greatly enlarged. 

The work of the Hoard has been, and probably should continue to 
be, largely of an ednicational nature. But there are hundreds of in- 
stances, in which money should be expended in original iuvestiga- 
lions, in inspections, and in the summary suppression of dangerous 
uuiaances. For the carrying on of this work alone, the appropria 
tions to the Board are pitifully, if not ridiculously, iusuflBcient. The 
salary of the executive officer of the board should be such as to 
secure his exclusive time and service, instead of leaving him under 
the necessity of earning a portion of bis livelihood in other ways. 
At present he receives a much smaller salary than similar ollicials 
in any other leading State in the Union, and the total cost of main- 
taining the Board's work Is less than half the amount appropriated 
by many of our larger and more populous Commonwealths. It is 
now less than one-tenth of a cent per capita of population. 

If Pennsylvania ex"pecls the pro-visions of the law of June 3, 1885, 
lo be efficiently administered, she will be under the necessity of de- 
voting to the uses of the State Board of Ilealth, not only an increase 
of the usual appropriation, but a very large increase. Equally neces- 
sary will it be to add certain measures to the sanitary legislation of

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AKGUMENT IN FAVOR OF TUE BILL TO PREVENT THE POL- 
LUTION OF THE WATERS OF THE STATE." 



House bill No. 23, read by Mr. Karris in place January 24, 1901, re- 
ported with favorable reuoiumeudation bj Mr. Fahej, Public Health 
and Sanilatiou, January 30, 191)1, now on tbird reading in the House, 
ahould bc-LOine a law for the following reasons: 

First, Its object is to preserve the lakes, streams, and springs of 
the State in a condition of reasonable purity, so that their waters 
uiiiy be fit for use by human beings, by domestic animals, and for 
dairy purposes. 

Setond. All experience goes to show (hat by far the most essential 
factor in the maintcnanee of a high standard of health in a com- 
•uimily ie a clean, wholesome watrr- supply. 

Third. It is universally admitted that typhoid fever is, in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundit-d. leaving out of the queetion military 
■■amps in time of actual war, caused by driulcing impure water. Epi- 
ili'niic dysentery is also caused in the same way. 

Fourth. The lowest reasonable estimate shows that at least 3,000 
persons die from typhoid fever in Pennsylvania every year. It fol- 
lows that from 30.000 to 40,000 of our people are attacked by this 
(Usease anunally.- 

Fiftb. Typhoid claims the greater part of its victims from those 
in the prime of life, when they are of the greatest value to the State. 

Sixth. These lives could not be valued at less than ?2,IHJ0 each 
from a pnrt'Iy ecou^jmic standpoint. This means a loss to the State 
ftf $6,000.(100 annually, to say nothing of the loss of time in sick- 
ness. 

Seventh. Monetary considerations dwindle into insignificance, 
however, when compared with the sufTering, misery, and sorrow thus 
caused. 

Eighth, The introduction of an unpolluted water-supply in a com- 
ui.inity where typhoid has prevailed in invariably followed by a 
rapid diminution of the drisease. 

Ninth. This bill is not arbitrary in its provisions. It jwovides 
iSection 3} for a conference between the State Board of Health and 
nny municipalities, individuals, or corporations engaged in manu 
facturing of which complaint may be made that they are causing pol- 
lution of the waters of the State, and for co-operation between the 
said parties with a view of determining the most economical and 
feasible means for diminishing or stopping each pollution. This is 
fiirrtier safeguardod bv making it obligatory- that the terms of such 
cooperation must be duly approved by the Governor and the At- 
torney General. 
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Teutb. The final dtcisioE in anj case rests witli tin? cotiits, as pro- 
\i.ifd bv the act of May 2. 1899. 

Kleveiitli. The tabulated iurormalion which the State Buard of 
Upalth is instrui'ted to furniBh for |iuhlip and official use as to the 
character of the waters of the State will be of ineslimalile value. 

Twelfth. There in an altogether needless apprehension on the part 
of mine operators and manufaeluree that the operation of this law 
would be prohibitive of their industries. Science has shown that 
ui.iny waste products can be converted into by-products of great com- 
mercial value, and tlins become a source of profit instead of loss. 
Where this is not possible the expenditure of a trilling amount of 
jininey as compared with thi; nagnitude of the operation will usually 
be ade(|uale to render an etHuent harmless. Under this law all such 
i)iiestionB would be submitted to careful scientific study and in^-esti- 
pation. to the end that the public health might t>e protected with the 
li-ast possible interference with private interests. 

Thirteenlh. The submission of plans for new water-supply to the 
State Board of Health would prevent the occasional causation of an 
ejiidemic of typhoid by a new water supply of supposed purity, a 
condiition whicli has occurred in thia State. 



CIRCULAR LETTER TO GENERAL BAGGAGE AGENTS AND 

SUPERIXTENDENTS OF CEMETERIES. 
"IJear Sir: 

"I beg leave to call your attention lo the regulations of the State 
Board of Health with regard to the disinterment and transportation 
of dead bodies, a copy of which is enclosed. The Board bas recently 
removed diphtheria from the list of diseases, death from which 
renders disinterment unallowable for a period of ten years, and 
pl.'.cedi it in the list of those for which special precautions are de^ 
nianded in preparation both for burial and disinterment. 

The State Board of Health has reason lo tlunk that the officers 
of exti-a-mural cemeteries are not in some instances aware of the fact 
that a permit should be obtained from the State Board of Health be- 
fore a body is disinterred within their grounds, whether for Ibe pur- 
pose of simply removing from grave to grave, or of transportation 
.0 a distant point. In any case in which a body is to be transported 
by railroad or other public conveyance, a transit permit is also re- 
|iiired. Your atteulion having been calledi to the siibjecl, I trust 
Ihnt you will insist upon undertakers strictly complying with these 
regulations. I have the honor to be."

I^\WS OF THE COMMO>^ WEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA FOR 
THE BETTER PROTECTION OF LIFE AND HEALTH PASSED 
BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN THE YEAR ONE THOU- 
SAND NINE HUNDRED AND ONE. 



1. Act No. 37. "To regulate the manufacture of flour and meal food products, 
the employment of adult females and minors therein, and to provide penalties 
for the violation of the provisions thereof." 

2. Act No. 59. "To amend the first section of an act, entitled 'An act to pro- 
hibit the adulteration or coloring of milk or cream by the addition of so-called 
preservatives or coloring matter, and to provide for the enforcement of the 
same,' approved the tenth day of June, Anno Domini one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven." 

3. Act No. 88. "To provide for the prevention of the spread of diseases 
from the carcasses of animals that die of dangerous or virulent diseases, or are 
killed while afllicted with such disease; to provide for the safe disposal or de- 
struction of such carcasses; to authorize the State Live Stock Sanitary Board 
to make regulations for the enforcement of this act; and to provide penalties 
for the violation of this act and of the regulations that may be made under 
it by the State Live Stock Sanitary Board. 

4. Act No. 89. "Relative to adulteration of natural fruit Juice, and providing 
penalties for violations thereof." 

5. Act No. 145. "To amend section four of an act, entitled 'An act to regrulate 
the employment and provide for the health and safety of persons employed 
where clothing, cigarettes, cigars and certain other articles are made or par- 
tially made, and that said articles be made under clean and healthful condi- 
tions,' approved May fifth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven and 
providing penalties." 

6. Act No. 164. "To prohibit the sale of adulterated, unwholesome or Impure 
milk in cities of the second class; providing for the licensing of persons engag'ed 
In dealing in milk, and providing penalties for violation thereof."

The Factory Inspector is authorized to 
issue a certificate of satisfactory inspection to a per- 
son conducting a bakery, where such t>akery is con- 
ducted in compliance with all the provisions of this 
act.

It shall be the duty of every person con- 
structing or owning any drain, soil pipe, passage or 
connection, between a sewer and any ground, building, 
erection or place of business, and in like manner the 
duty of the owuera of all grounds, buildings, erections, 
and of all parties iutei-ested therein or thereat, to 
cause and retjuire that such drain, soil-pipe, passEtge or 
connection, shall be adequate for its purpose, and 
shall at all times allow to pass freely all material that 
enters or should enter the same; and no change of 
drainage, sewerage or the eewer connections of any 
house shall be permitted, unless notice thereof shall 
have been given the board or bureau of health, and 
assent thereto obtained in writing. 

Inspection and Approval, 

Section 7. Drainage, sewerage or plumbing work 
must not be covered or concealed in any manner until 
after it is inspectfd and approved by the bmird or 
bureau of health. Notice must be given said board or 
bnreau, upon blanks to be furnished by it, when the 
work is sufficiently advanced for such inspection; 
when it shall be the duty of the proper officers to in- 
spect; the same within three days after receipt of said 
notice. 

Material of House Draiu.s. 




Section 8. The main drainage system of every house 
or building shall be separately and independently con- 
nected with the street sewer, where such »ewer exists: 
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but where there is no sewer in the street, and it is 
ncessary to eonBtnict a private sewer to connect with 
sewer on an adjacent street, such plans may be used 
as may be approved bj the board or bureau of health, 
bnt in no case shall joint drains he laid in cellars, 
parallel with the street or alley. 

House drains or soil-pipes, laid beneath doors, must 
be of extra heavy cast iron pipe (as per table in sec- 
tion Birteen), with leaded and caulked joints, and car- 
ried five feet outside cellar wall. All drains or soil- 
pipes eonnerled with main d^-ain where it is above the 
cellar floor, shall be of extra heavy cast iron pipe, with 
leaded and caulked joints, or of heavy wrought iron 
pipe, with screw joints properly secured, and carried 
five feet outside cellar wall, and all arrangements of 
soil or waste-pipes shall be as direct as possible. 
Wrought-iron pipes shall be asphalted, galvaniited, or 
otherwise made rustless. Changes of direction on 
pipes shall be made with "Y" branehes. bolh above and 
below the ground, and where such pipes pass through 
a new foundation wall, a relieving arch shall be built 
over it, with a I wo inch space on either side of main 
pipe. All house drains shall not he lesn than six 
inches in diameter, 

Location of Main Trap. 

Section 9. The house drain must be provided with 
a lioriKontal trap, placed immediately inside the cel- 
lar wall. The trap must be provided with a hand- 
hole, for convenience in cleaning, the cover of which 
must be properly fitted and made gas and airtight, 
with heavy brass screw-cap ferrule, caulked in. This 
class of traps shall be eubject to the approval of the 
board or bui'ean of health. 

Fresh Air Inlet. 

Section 10. A fresh air inlet must he connected 
with the house drain just inside of the house trap. 
Where underground, it must be of extra heavy cast- 
iron. Said inlet must lead to the outer air, and finish 
with an automatic device, approved by the board or 
bureau of liealth, at a point just outside the front wall 
of building. Tlie fresh air inlet muet be of the same 
aixe aa the drain, up to four inches. For tlve and' six 
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inch drains it must not be less than four inchps in di- 
amter; for seveu and eight inch drains, not lesB than 
Biz inches in diameter, or its equivalent; and for 
larger drains, not lees than eight inches in diameter, or 
its equivalent. 

Laying of House Sewers and Drains. 

Section 11. House sewers and houee drains must, 
wliere possible, be given an even grade to the main 
sewer of not leas than oae-quarler of an inch per foot. 

Location of House Sewer. 

Section 12, When main eewer is not located on 
street, house sewei-s must be constructed on outside 
of buildings, and branch into each house separately, 
and in no case will the sewer from one house to aQ- 
other be permitted to run through cellars^ 



Drains Outside of Buildings. 

Section 13. Where the ground is of sufficient solidity 
for a proper foundation, cylindrical terra cotta pipe of 
the best quality, free from flaws, splits or cracks, per- 
fectly burned, and well glanced over the entire inner 
and outer surfaces, may be used, if laid on a smooth 
bottom, with a special groove cut in (he bottom of the 
trench for each hub, in order to give Ihe pijie a solid 
bearing on its entire length, and" the soil well rammed 
on each side of the pipe. The spigot and huh ends 
almll be connected. The space between the hub and 
pipe must be thoroughly filled with cement, mortar, 
made of equal parts of the best Amc-rican natural ce- 
ment and bar sand, thoroughly mixed dry, and enough 
water afterwards added to give projwr consistency. 
The motar must be mixed in small quantities, and 
used as soon as made. The joints must be carefully 
wiped out and pointed, and all mortar that may be left 
inside removed, and the pipe left clean and smooth 
throughout, for which purpose a swab may be used. 
It must not he laid closer than live fett to any exterior 
wall of a building, or less thnn three and one-half 
feet below the surface of the ground, or when th€ 
sewer passes near a well, nor will it be allowedi in 
bad or made ground. 
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Material of Sewers Between Baildings. 

• 
Section 14. Where a sewer ifl laid between buildings, 
in a passageway, alley or courtyard, at a less dis- 
tance than jfive feet from the buildings, it must be 
constructed of extra heavy cast iron pipe, for a dis- 
tance corresponding to the length of the foundation 
of said buildings. 

Floor Drains. 

Section 15. Floor or other drains will only be per- 
mitted when it can be shown, to the satififaction of 
the board or bureau of health, that their use is ab 
solulely necessary, and arrangements made to main 
tain a permanent water-seal in the traps, and be pro- 
vided with check or back-water valves. 

Weight and Thickness of Cast Iron Soil Pipe. 

Section 16. All cast iron pipes must be sound, free 
from holee, and of a uniform thickness, known as 
'*extra heavy-' pipe, and corresponding fittings will be 
required. The pipe must be tested to fifty pounds 
water pressure, and marked with the maker's name. 

Pipes shall weigh as follows, namely: 

Two-inch pipe, five and one-half pounds per lineal 
foot. 

Three-inch pipe, nine and» one-half pounds per lineal 
foot. 

Four-inch pipe, thirteen pounds per lineal foot. 

Five-inch pipe, seventeen pounds per lineal foot. 

Six-inch pipe, twenty pounds per lineal foot. 

Seven-inch pipe, twenty -eeven pounds per lineal foot. 

Eight inch pipe, thirty-three and one-half pounds per 
lineal foot. 

Ten-inch pipe, forty-five pounds per lineal foot. 

Twelve-inch pipe, fifty-four pounds per lineal foot. 

Subsoil Drains. 

Section 17. Subsoil drains must discharge into a 
sump or receiving tank, the contents of which must 
be lifted and discharged into the drainage system 
above the cellar floor by some approved method. 
WTiere directly sewer connected, they must be cut off 
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from the rest of the pUimbing system by a brass flap- 
valve oa the iiilet to tlio catchbasiD, and the ti-ap on 
the drain from the catfh-basin muat be water supplied, 
aa required for cellai' drain. 

Yard and Area Drains. 

Section 18. All yards, areaR and courts must be 
drained. Tcaement-houses and lodging-honseB must 
have the yards, arena and) courts drained into the 
sewer. These draina, when sewer connected, must 
have connection not less than four inches in diameter. 
They should be controlled by one trap, — the leader 
trap, if possible. 

Use of old House Drains and Setters. 

Section 19. Old house drains and sewers may be 
used, in connection with new buildings or new plumb- 
inp, ouly when they are found, on examinalion by the 
board or bureau of health, to conform in all resj)ert8 
to the requirements governing new sewei-s and drains, 
All extensions to old house drains must be of extra 
heavy cast iron pipe. 

Leader Pipes. 

Section 20. All buildiings shall be kept provided with 
proper metallic leaders, for conducting water from the 
roofa in such manner as shall protect the walls and 
foundations of said building from injury. In no case 
shall the water from said leaders be allowed to flow 
upon the sidewalks, but the same shall l>e conducted 
by a pipe or pipes to the eewer. If there be no sewer 
in the street upon which such buildings front, then 
the water from said leaders shall be conducted, by 
proper pipe or pipes below the surface of the sidewalk, 
to the street gutter. 

Material for Inside and Outside Leaders, 

Section 21. Inside leaders must be constructed of 
cast iron, wrought iron or steel, with roof connectious 
made gas and water-tight by means of a heavy lead 
or copper drawn tubing, wiped or soldered to a brass 
ferrule, or nipple caulked, or screwed into the pipe. 
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OutBide leaders maj be sheet metal, but they rauet 
coiinect with the house draiu by meaua of a caat iron 
pipe extendiug vertiually five feet above the grade 
level. 



Trapping of Leaders. 

Section 22, All leaders must be trapped with cast 
iron running traps^ so placed as to prevent freezing. 

Use of Leaders. 

Section 23. Bain water leaders mnst not be used 
aa floil, waste or vent pipes, nor Bhall such pipes be 
used as a leader. 

Exhaust from Stoiim Pipes, et cetera. 

Section 24, No steam exhaust, blow-off or dripppipe 
shall connect with a sewer or house drain, leadiler, soil- 
pipe, waste or vent pipe, Such pipes must discharge 
into a tank or condenser, from which suitable outlet 
to the sewer shall be made. Such condensers shall 
be water supplied, to help condensation and protect 
the sewer, and shall also he supplied with relief vent 
to carry off dry steam. 

Diameter of Soil-Pipe, 

Section 25. The smallest diameter of any soil-pipe 
permitted to be used, shall be four-inch when from 
one to four closets discharge into it, and where four 
to eight discharge into the same line, the soil-pipe 
^liall not be less than six inches in diameter, and he of 
extra heavy iron. All soil-pipes must extend at least 
two feet above the highest window, and must not be 
reduced in size. Traps will not he permitted on main, 
vertical, soil or waste lines. Each house must have 
a separate line of soil and vent-pipes. No soil or waste 
line shall be coiietructed on the ou.tside of a building. 

Changes in Direction. 

Section 2(!, All sewer, soil and waste pipes must 
be aa direct as possible. Changes in direction must 
be made wifh "Y" or half "Y" branches, or one-eighth 
bends. OtTsels in aoil or waste pipes will not be per- 
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mitted when thejt^ cau be avoidedi; nor, in any case, un- 
less Buitalile {irctviBion is made to prevent aocnmula- 
tion of rust or other obstruction. OffsetB shall be 
made with forty-five degree bciids, or similar flttiiigs. 
The uee of T-'Y's" (sanitary T's) will be permitted on 
upright lines only. 

Joints for Soil and Wasfepipea. 



Section 27. Joints in cast-iron pipes and soil and 
waste-pipes must be so filled wifh oakum and lead, and 
hand caulked as to make them gas-tight. Connections 
of lead andi cast-iron pipes must be made with brass 
sleeve or ferrnle, of the same size as the lead pipe in- 
serted in the hub of the iron pipe, and canlkcnj with 
lead. The lead pipe must be attached to the ferrule 
by wiped joint. Joints between lead and ^vrought-iron 
pipes mast be made with brass nipple, of same size as 
lead pipe. The lead pipe must be attached to the nip 
pie by wiped joint. All oonnections of lead waste- 
pipe must be made by means of wiped joints. 

Traps for Bath-tubs, Water Closets, Et cetera. 

Section 28. Every sink, bath-tub, basiu, water closet, 
slop-hopper, or fixture having a waste-pij)e, must be 
furnished with a trap, which shall be placed as close 
as practicable to the fixture that it serves, and in no 
case shall thej be more Ihan one foot from said fix- 
ture. The wastepii>e from the bath tub or other fix- 
tures must not be connected with a water-closet trap. 

Size of Waste-Pipe. 

Section 29. The size of waste-pipe shall be as fol- 
lows: Those that receive the discharge from eight 
sinks or basins, siiall be three inches in diameter; 
those that receive the discharge from three to seven 
sinks or laundry tubs, shall be two inches in diameter; 
and those that receive the discharge from bath-tubs or 
sinks, shall not bo lese than one and one-half inches in 
diameter. The use of wTOnght-iron pipe for waste- 
pipe two inches or less in diameter is prohibited. Wheu 
the waste-pipe recpiyes the discharge of fixtures on any 
floor above the first, they must he extended, in full 
caliber, at least one foot above the roof coping, and 
well away from any window or shaft. 
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Overflow Pipes. 

Section 3(1. Overflow pipes from fixtures must, in 
all cases, be connected on the inlet side of traps. 

Sediment Pipes. 

Section 31. Sediment pipes from kitchen boilers 
must not be connected on the outlet side of traps. 

Betting of and Sizes of Traps. 

Section 32. All traps must be well supported, and 
set true with respect to their water levels. The sizes 
for traps most not be less than those given in the fol 
lowing: 

Traps for water closets, four inciies in diameter. 

Traps for slop sinks, one and one-half inches to three 
inches in diameter, 

Tiaps for kiti-ben sinks, one and one-balf inches in 
diameter. 

Traps for wash trays, two inches in diameter. 

Tra[i8 for (bowl) urinals, one and one-half inches in 
diameter. 

Traps for wasbstands, one and one-fourth inches in 
diameter. 

All bath-tubs shall be supplied with drum-trap, not 
less than three inches in diameter, with three-inch 
trap-screws on Hoor line. In case where an additional 
fixture is reijuired in a building, and it is imposfiibte 
to get revent pipe for the trap, the board or bureau 
of health shall designate the kind of trap to be used. 
Tliis shall not be construed to allow traps without re- 
vents, in new buildings. 

Safe and Refrigerator Waste-Pipes. 

Section 33. Safe waste-pipes must not connect di- 
rectly with any part of the plumbing system. Safe 
waste-pipes must discharge oi-er an open, water sup- 
plied, publicly placed, ordinarily used sink, placed not 
more than three and one-half feet above the cellar 
Hoor. The safe waste from a refrigerator must be 
trapped at the bottom of the line only, and must not 
discharge upon the );round floor, but over an ordinary 
portable pan, or some properly trapped, water supplied 
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sink, as above. In uo case shall the refrigerator waste 
pipe discharge over a sink located in a room used for 
living purijoses. 

The braDcbes on vertical lines mast be made by "Y" 
fittiagfi, aud be carried to the «afe with as much pitch 
as possible. Whtre there is an olTset on a refrigerator 
waate-pipe in cellar, there must be cleanouts to con- 
trol the horizontal part of the pipe. 

In tenement and lodging houses the refrigerator 
waste pipes must extend above the roof, and not be 
larger than one and one-half inches, nor the branches 
lese than one and one-quarter inches. Refrigerator 
waste-pipes, except in teuemeiit-houaeB, and all safe 
waste-pipes, must have brase flap-valvt-s at their lower 
ends. Lead safes must be graded, and neatlj turned 
over beveled strips at their edges. 

Material for Vent-Pipes. 

Section 34. AH vent-pipes must either he of leadi, 
brass, loricated porcelain, enameled iron, or galvan- 
ized iron pipe. 

Ventilation of Traps. 

Section 35. All Irapa shall be protected from siphon- 
age or air pressure by special vent-pipes, of a size not 
less than the waetepiiie or trap; but vent-pipes for 
water closet traps must not be less than two inches 
in diameter, for a length of thirty feet, and not less 
than three inches in diameter, for more than thirty 
feet. Vent-pipes shall be run as direct as practicable, 
and shall not be less than four inches in diameter 
where they pass through the roof. ,411 house drains 
and soil lines on which a water closet is located, must 
have a four inch main vent line. All back-air pipes, 
from traps above the Hoor, must either be connected 
with crown of trap with ground-in brass coupling, or 
if connected solidly to trap must have a groundiin 
brass coupling at wall. 

Horizontal Vent-Pipes. 

Section 3fi. Where rows of fixtures are placed in a 
line, angle-fittings must be used on vent lines to pre- 
vent filling with rust or condensation. The use of 
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ninety degree fittings and trapped vent-pipes are 
strictly prohibited. No vent-pipe from house side of 
any trap shall connect with ventilation pipe or with 
sewer, soil, or waste-pipe. Vent-pipes from several 
traps may be connected together, but their combined 
areas must not be greater than the vertical line they 
connect; or, may be carried into the main vent, at 
least two feet above the highest fixture. A\Tiere one 
vertical vent line connects with another, a'^Y" or 
angle-fitting must be used. Branch vent-pipes mufit 
be connected as near to crown of the trap as possible 

Offsets on Vent Lines. 

Section 37. All offsets on vent lines must be made 
at an angle of not less than forty-five degrees to the 
horizontal, and» all lines must be connected at the 
bottom with a soil or waste-pipe, or the drain, in such 
manner as to prevent the accumulation of rust, scale 
or condensation. 

Connections for Closet Vents. 

Section 38. Rubber connections for back vents will 
not be permitted, without double coupling and thimble 
inside. 

Ventilators Prohibited. 

Section 39. No brick, sheet metal, or earthen ware 
flue, or chimney flue, shall be used ae a sewer ven- 
tilator, or to ventilate any trap, drain, soil, or waste- 
pipe. 

Soldering Nipples. 

Section 40. Soldering nipples must be extra heavy 
brass, or brass pipe, iron pipe size. 

Brass Cleanouts. 

Section 41. Brass screw-cape for cleanouts must be 
extra heavy, not less than one-eighth of an inch thick. 
The screw-cap must have a solid, square or hexagonal 
nut, not less than one inch high. The body of cleanout 
ferrule must, at least, equal in weight and thickness 
the caulking-ferruks for the same size pipt*. 
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Diameter and Weight of FermlcB. 

Section 42. Braes ferrules must be of best quality 
bell sliaped, extra heavy cast-brass; not less than four 
inches long, and I wo and one-quarter inches, three and 
one-half inches, and four nnd one-half inches in diam- 
eter, and not leee than the following m-ights: 

Diameter two and one-fourth inches, weight on« 
pound. 

Diameter three and one-half inches, weight one 
pound twelve ounce«. 

Diameter four and one half inches, weight two 
poundB eight ounces. 

Setting Fixtures. 

Section 43. The closet and all other fixtures must be 
set ojten, and frev from all inclosing wood or oiher 
work. Where waster-closets will not support a rim- 
seat, the seat must be supported on galvanised iroa 
legs, and a drip tray must be used, which tray must 
be porcelain, enameled on both sides and secured in 
place. In tenement-houses and lodging-bouses, sinks 
must be entirely open, set on iron legs or brackets^ 
without any inclosing wood oi- other work. 

Closets Prohibited. 

Section 44. Pan, plunger or hopper closets will nof 
be permitted in any building. No range closet, either 
wet or dry, nor an evaporating system of closets, 
shall be constructed or allowed inside of any building. 

A separate building, constructed especially for the 
purpose, must be provided in which such range closets 
shall be set. 

Water Closet Connections with Soil-pipe. 

Section 45. All earthenware traps must ha\-e heavy 
brass floor-plates, soldered to the lead bends and bolt- 
ed to the trap flange, and the joint made permanently 
secure and gas-tight. 

Water Closets, Where Located. 

Section 46. Water closets must not be loc.ati-d in 
sleeping apartmenls, nor in any room or compartment 
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Hiiicli has not direct commUDicatioQ with esternal air, 
either \>y window or air-shaft of at least lour sfjuare 
feet. 

Water Closets, How Supplied. 

SectioD 47. No water closets, except those placed) 
in yards, aud Hush meters, rolumetere or similar de- 
vices, shall he snpplied directly from the supply pipes. 

Section 48. All water closets must have ttushing 
riniboweU. 

Water Closets to he Supplied from Flushiu^'-tanka. 

Section 49. Water eiosele within buildings shall he 
su)iplied with water from special tanks or dsterns. 
which shall hold not less than six giillone. when full 
to the level of the overllow pipe, for each closet sup- 
plied, excepting automatic or siphon-tanks, which shall 
hold not less than live gallouH for each closet supplied. 
A group of closets may be flushed from one tank, but 
water closets on dilTerent floors must not be flushed 
from the same tank, except llushimeters, volumeters 
or similnr dericea. The water in said tanks must not 
be used for any other purpose. 

^^^^HBCtioD 50. In no case will the water closet system 
1 of tenement or lodfjiag houses be permitted in cellars, 
basemeute, or under side-walks. 

I Number of Closets Required. 

Section 51. In all sewer connected, occupied build- 
ings, there must be at least one water closet, and there 
must be additional closets so as there will never be 
mon* than fifteen persons per closet. In lodging 
house's, where there are more than fifteen persons on 
any door, there must t>e an additional water closet on 
that floor for every fifteen additional persons, or frac- 
tion thereof. 

Water Closet Apartments. 

Section 52, In tenement houses, lodging houses, fac- 
tories, work shops, and all public buildings, the entire 
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water tloeet apartmeuta and sidewalls, (o a height of 
sixtepu inches froiu the floor, except at the door, must 
be made waterproof with asphalt, cement, tile, or 
other waterproof material, as approved by the board 
or bureau of health. In tenement houses and lodging 
honses, the water closet and urinal apartments must 
have a window o^r windows opening into the outer air, 
of suffieient size, all of which shall be shown on plans, 
and shall be subject to the approval of the board or 
bureau of health. Except that tenement or lodging 
house, Ihree-storiea or less in height, may have such 
window oiieniiig on a ventilatingshaft, not less than 
ten square feet in area. In all buildings, the outer 
partition of such apartments must extern] to the ceil- 
ing, or he independently ceiled over, and these parti- 
tions must be air-tight. The outside partitions must 
include a window opening to outer air on the lot 
whereon the building is situated; or some other ap- 
proved means of ventilation must be provided. When 
necessary to properly light such apartments, the up- 
per part of the partitions must be of glass. The in- 
terior partitions of such apartments must be dwarfed 
partitions. 

Construction of Urinals. 

Section 5U. All urinals must be constructed of ma- 
terials impervious to moisture and that will not cor- 
rode under the action of urine. The floor and walls 
of urinal apartments must be lined with similar non- 
absorbent and non-corrosive material. 

Urinal Platforms. 



Section 34. The platforms or treads of uriual stalls 
must not be connected independently to the plumbing 
system, nor can tUey be connected to any safe waste- 
pipe. 

Section 55, Iron trough water-closets and (rough 
urinals must be porcelain enameled or galzanived cast- 
iron. 

Section 56. All water closets and other fixtures must 
be provided with a sufficient supply of water for 
flushing, to keep them in a proper aud cleanly condi- 
tion. 
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Flush Pipe*. 

Section 57, Water closet flush pipes aiuet not be , 
less than one and one-ijuarti-r inches, and urinal flush 
pipes one-half inch in diameter. 

Linint<; for Closet and Urinal Cisterns. 

Section 58. The copper lining of water closet and 
urinal cisterns must not be lighter than twelve-ounce 
copper, and muet Uv stamped on lining with maimer's 
name. Where lead is used for lining, it inu»t not 
weigh \mB than four pounds to tbe square foot. All 
other materials are prohibited. 

Fixtures Prohibited. 

Section 59. Wooden wash-trays, sinks or bath-tubs 
are prohibited inside of buildings. Such fixtures muat 
be constructed of non-absorbent material. Cement oi 
artificial stone tubs will not be permitted, unless ap- 
proved by the board or bureau of health. 

Yard Water Cloeets. 

Section 60. Wafer closets when located in yard must 
be so arranged as to be conveniently and adequately 
Anshed, and the water supply pipes and traps pro- 
tected from freezing by being placedi in a hopper-pit. 
at least three and one half feet below the surface of 
the ground, the walls of which pit shall be constructed 
of brick or stone, laid in cement mortar, Tlie soil-pipt* 
and traps used inside pit mus.t be extra heavy cast- 
iron, and the trap to have a hand-hole for cleanout 
purposes. The closet drain to be vented, with a four- 
im-b pipe and carried up above the roof of closet, away 
from any opening or window. The water ehall be sup- 
plied through an automatic-seat-action valve. The 
waste water from valve shall be conveyed to tlie sewer, 
through a half-inch lead pipe. proi>erly connected. 
The enclosures of yard water closets shall be venti- 
lated by slatted o])eninge, and there shall be a trap- 
door in floor, of sufficient size to permit of convenient 
accetm to the bopper-pit, 
49—18—1901 
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Cesspools and Privy Vaults. 

SectioD Gl. No privy vault or cesspool for sewage 
shall lifreaftcr be toustructed in any |>art of the city, 
where a sewer is at all accessible, which shall be de- 
termined by the board or bureau of health. No con- 
nection from any ceBspool or privy vault shall be made 
with any sewer, nor shall any water eloeet or house 
drain empty into a cesspool or privy vault. 

In Uistricte where no Sewer Esists. 

Section 62. In rural districts, or districts where no 
sewer exists, privy vaults shall not be located within 
two feet of party or street line, nor within twenty feet 
of building. Before any privy vault shall be con- 
Btructfd, application for permisflion therefor shall be 
made to the hoard or bui^eau of health; and such privy 
vault ffhall have thirteen-iri<;h walls, constructed of 
hard burned brick, laid in cement, with bottom and 
sides cemented, bo tis to be water tigM; size to be not 
leas than four feet in diameter and six feet in depth. 

Material and Workmanship. 

Section 63. All material uaed' in the work of plumb- 
ing and rainage munt be of good quality and free 
from defects. The work must be executed in a thor- 
ough and workmanlike manner. 

No Person Allow Name to be Used. 

Beclion 64. No person, firm or corporation, carrying 
on the business of plumbing and house drainage, shall 
allow his or their name to be used by any person, di- 
rectly or indirectly, either to obtain a permit or per- 
mits or to do any work under his or their license. 

Term* Used. 

Section 65. The term "private sewer" is applied to 
main sewers that are not conatrueted' by and under 
the supervision of the department of public works. 

The term "houee sewer" is applied to that part of 
the main drain or sewcp extending from a point five 
feet outside of the outer wall of a building, vault op 
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area to its conueotiou with public sewer, private sewer 
or ireBfipool. 

'Die thrill ■■house drain" is applied to tliat part of 
the main horizontal drain and its branches inside 
the walla of the building, vault or area, and extending 
to and connecting with the house sewer. 

The term "soil-pipe" is applied to Ruy vertical line 
of pipe extencKng through the roof, receiving the dis- 
charge of one or more water closets, with or without 
other fixtures. 

The term "waste-pipe" is apfdied to any pipe extend- 
ing through roof, receiving the dieeharge from any 
fixtures except water closets. 

The term "vent-pipe" is applied to any special pipe 
provided to ventilate the system of piping, and to pre- 
vent trap siphoiiage and baek pressure. 

Section G6. Whenever it shall come to the knowledge 
of the board or bureau of health, or complaint in writ- 
ing shall be made by any citizen, that the plumbing 
or drainage in any building has become a nuisance or 
is contrary to the provisions and requirementa of this 
act or the ordinances of the city, or is of faulty con 
atruction and liable to breed disease or endanger the 
health of the occupants, or upon the request of any 
owner or occupant of any building fitted with plumb- 
ing or drainage prior to the i>assage of this act, then 
the board or bureau of health shall direct the proper 
officer toexamine the plumbing or drainage in any such 
building, aud the said ofUcer shall make a drawing of 
the plant of said plumbing, dminage and sewer and 
ventilating shaft connections. He shall report his 
findings in writing to the board or bureau of health, 
and suggest, such changes as are necessary to make 
the same conform to the rules governing such matters. 

The board or bureau of health shall thereupon notify 
the owner or agent of any such building of the changes 
which are necessary to be made in said plumbing or 
drainage. Baid changes shall be made within a time 
fixed by the said board or bureau of health; and, upon 
refusal or neglect to obey such orders, the board or 
bureau shall proceed to have such changes made and 
said nuisance abated, and recover the expense therefor 
from the owner of said premises, by action before a 
JDstice of the peace or court of record; in which said 
action the owner or agent of said building may srhow 
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in defense, that the plumbing or drainage was not a 
nuisance, or was not of faulty couBtruetion or out of 
repair, and, in case of a building conslructed subse- 
quent to the passage of this act, said plumbing or 
drainage was not contrary to the provigions and re 
quirenieuts of this act or the ordinances of the city. 

First Inspection. 

Section 07. When drain, soil, waste, ix-nt, and other 
pipes in tlie buildiug, connected or to be connected 
wilh the sewer, have been plui-ed in position, a prelim- 
inary water or nir teat of the same shall be applied, in 
presence of an offlier of the board or bureau of health. 

Final Test. 

!:*ection (iS. When the work has been completed, a 
final notice shall be filed with the board or bureau 
of health, when a flna! air or peppermint test shall 
be made, in presence of said oPRoer; when, if found 
satisfactory, a certificate of approval of the work will 
be issuedi; but no such plumbing or drainage work or 
system shall be used until said test has been made and 
certificate issned. 

Section 69. When work is ready for inspection the 
plumbing contractor shall make such arrangements as 
will enable the proiier officer to reach all parts of the 
building easily and readily, and also have present the 
proper apparatus and appliances for making said teats, 
and furnish such assistance as may be necessary to a 
proper application of the same. 

Heclion 70. In case of any dispute or difference of 
opinion eisting between the board or bureau of 
health and anj- person, firm or corporation, as afore- 
said, regarding the construction of plumbing, house 
drainage or cesspools, the same shall be submitted by 
either party to (he diret-tor of the deiiartment of public 
safety, who shall pass upon the same, and whose find- 
ing therein, after hearing, shall be final and conclu- 
sive upon all parties. 

Section 71. Any person or persons who shall fail to 
comply with any of the provisions of this act, regard- 
ing (he procuring of a certificate or license to engage 
in or work at the business of plumbing or house drain- 
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age, sball be liable to a tine of not less tbau ten dol- 
lars, nor eceediug fift}- dollars, for each and every day 
be or they shall engage in or work at saidi bueines^ 
nithoiit having first obtained said cerliticate or li- 
cense; and any person or pt^reous who shall violate 
any of the mleB. regulations or requirements set forth 
in tbis act. regarding the construction or testing of 
plumbing, houDe drainage or cesspools, shall be liable Repeal. 
for every such offense to a fine of not less than ten dol- 
lars, nor more than fifty dollars, — which fine's shall be 
recoverable before any alderman or police magi»trate 
in said cities, by summary proceeding, and shall be 
sued for in the name of sncb fities, and when collected 
shall be paid into the tieasnry thereof. 

Section 72, All acts or parts of acts incousistenl 
with the provisiiHiB of this act or supplied' thereby, are 
hereby repealed.

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the sum of tea 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary, be and the same is hereby Bpecificallj appro- 
priated to the Free Hospital for Poor Consumptives, 
located in Philadelphia, for the two fiscal years be- 
ginning June first, one thousand nine hundred and one, 
for the purpose of maintenance of the dying patients 
in the wards of any exis'ting hospital or in a building 
specially devoted to the care of consumptives, at the 
rate not exceeding five dollars [>er week per person. 

Section 2. That the further sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, or so much tliweof as may be neces- 
" aary, be and the same is hereby specifically appropri- 
ated to the said Free Hospital for Poor Consumptives, 
for the two fiscal years beginning June first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and one, for the purposes of the 
erection, completion, equipment and furnishing of a 
hospital building or buildings, at White Haven, Penn- 
sylvania, to be used exclusively for the treatment of 
incipient cases of consumption; said hospital to be 
o]jen to all patients applying for adimiseion, who are 
resident of Pennsylvania. 

Provided, That no part of the money herein appro- 
[U'iiited for buildings shall be<'ome available until the 
(iovernor, Auditor General and State Treasurer shall 
have filed in the otTlce of the Auditor General and State 
Treasurer a certificate setting forth that the condition 
of the revenues of the Commonwealth will permit the 
exjienditure of the total amount herein appropriated. 

Provided further, That no [mrt of said appropriation 
herein made for howpital biiildiings shall be paid by 
the State Treasurer until there shall have been filed 
with the Auditor General plans and specifications of 
said building or buildingx, npproved by the State 
Board of Charities, and of all the equipment and fur- 
niture thei-efor, together with contracts in writing, in 
satisfactory form, with good and aufficient sureties by 
responsible contractors for the entire erection, comple- 
tion, equipment and furnishing of said building or 
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buildingB, in accordidnce with the terms of this act; and 
the final payment of said appropriation shall be with- 
held until the Auditor General shall be satisfied, by 
personal inspection by officials of his^ department, that 
the terms of this act have been complied with, and 
that the said building or buildings have been complet- 
ed, equipped and furnished, ready for use, within the 
amount of said appropriation. 

July 18, 1901. — This bill is approved excepting as 
to the item appropriating |100,000 for the purposes of 
the erection, completion, equipment and furnishing of 
a hospital building or buildings, which item is ap- 
proved in the sum of |40,000. I withhold my approval 
from the balance of said item because of insufficient 
State revenue.

The first quarterly examinatiou of the Board was lield at Harris- 
barg and Pittsburg, Saturday, April 13, 1'JOl. 

At the Pittsburg examinatiou of thi- Board 213 pcrsoDS preaeuted 
themBelvee for exainiuatioD, 108 for registered pharuiaciBta' certifi- 
cates aud 105 for registered ijualified assistant pbarnia cists' cer- 
tificates. 

At the Harriuburg meeting 195 persons presented themselves for 
examination, 1:12 for registered pliarmatists' eeriificates and 73 for 
registered qualified assistant pharmacists' certificates. 

The total number of applicants granted a registered pharmacist's 
certificate was 113. 

The total number of registered qualified assistant pharmacists 
granted a certificate was 110. 

The second quarterly meeting of the Board for the examination 
of applicants for registration was held at Williamsport, July 16, 
IdOl. At this meeting 114 persons presented themselves for ex- 
amination. Of this number 3(1 were granted a eertiflcate as regis- 
tered pharmacists, and 27 as registered qualified assistant pharma 
cist. The third (|uarterly meeting of the Board for the examination 
of applicants for registration was held at Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg, October 19, 1901. 

Three hundred aud thirty-three persons presented themselves for 
examination at these meetings; 200 were examined for registered 
pharmacists' certificates, and 133 for registered qualified aseistaut 
pharmacists' certificates.

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In submiitiug iha above report, oppoi'tunity is taken of callisg the 
iitteiition of tiiis body to a few facts. First, that the uonditioua 
underlying medical education when the act of Asseuibly goyerniiig 
practice was established were such, that unless each indiv-idual mem- 
ber was familiar therewith, it would be iinposfiibie lo appreciate the 
wonderful progress which the operation of this law has effeeted. 
The couditions at that time and at (he present, could only be ap- 
preciated by the perusal of the papers presented by Ihe candidates, 
and only in this manner would) it be i>ossible for each one of you to 
form an approximate estimate of the wonderful progress that has 
been made. Side by side with this, especial attention is directed to 
the fact that the conditions underlying medical education at the 
present notwithstanding this wonderful advancement, are best de- 
scribed by the one word "deplorable," and the work still to be ac- 
compiiBhed proportionately great. 

The first noticeable defect proven by perusal of the papers sub- 
mitted by the candidates for examination for licensure is, that the 
very great majorily of the medical colleges throughout the United 
States, continue to admit students so illiterate, as to be incapable 
of comprehending the simplest of medical facts. Their ignMnnce 
of medicine must necessarily be proportionate, and yet, mark you, 
Ihese regularly incorpoi-aled medical schools continue to confer upon 
Kuch indiWduals, the degree of M. D., a process correctly described 
by the one word "fradulent." 

It is sincerely ho{>e<l Ihat this body which atands exponent for 
the highesft standard of medical education, will assert itself in de- 
manding from the schools of our own state, as well as tie coIleg6« 
of the country, conditions representative of that staudard of whicb 
it is exponent.
